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RPM  decision: 
Pharmacists 
look  for  action 

Members  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  have  already 
begun  phoning  the  Union's  headquarters  to  find  out  what  can 
be  done  about  local  price-cutting,  following  the  judgment  in 
the  case  of  resale  price  maintenance  on  medicines. 


The  advice  being  given  is  that, 
with  NPU  backing,  they  should 
contact  first  the  manufacturer, 
then  the  PATA.  It  would  be 
helpful  if  the  PATA  were  given 
details  of  the  prices  being  char- 
ged together  with  the  name  and 
address  of  the  trader  concerned. 

The  Union's  reaction  to  the 
judgment  is  that  it  reinforces 
their  belief  that  it  is  in  the 
public  interest  for  independent 
pharmacies  to  remain  finan- 
cially viable  so  that  they  may 
continue  to  provide  a  full  phar- 
maceutical service  to  the  com- 
munity in  all  parts  of  the 
country. 

Mr  C.  C.  Green,  secretary  of 
PATA,  said  this  week:  "The 
Court  has,  by  its  judgment, 
confirmed  the  principles  for 
which  the  PATA  and  its  mem- 
bers have  fought  over  the  last 
72  years  and  this  result  justifies 
all  the  determination,  hard 
work  and  heavy  expense  which, 
with  the  other  Associations, 
have  been  spent  in  the  prepara- 
tion and  presentation  of  the 
case  before  the  Restrictive 
Practices  Court. 

Continued  help 

"The  advantages  thus  gained 
by  the  industry  must  be  care- 
fully safeguarded  and  this  the 
PATA  will  do  by  continuing  to 
assist  its  members  in  maintain- 
ing their  prices  in  the  same 
way  as  it  has  in  the  past,"  Mr 
Green  stated. 

Mr  W.  M.  Darling,  president 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
commented:  "I  warmly  welcome 
(the  judgment  and  particularly 
j  for  the  importance  it  attaches 
'to  the  pharmacist's  role  in  the 
j  community.  Our  profession 
cannot  fail  to  be  greatly  en- 
couraged by  this  most  authori- 
tative declaration  which  equates 
the  public  interest  with  the 
economic  viability  of  pharma- 
cies. 

"The  judgment  administers 
la  rebuff  to  the  supermarkets 
and  clearly  justifies  us  in  con- 
tinuing to  press  for  a  more 
[secure  future  for  our  mem- 
bers." 


Victory:  And 
the  C&D 
responds 

Last  Friday  was  among  the 
most  important  days  for 
pharmacy  seen  in  many 
years.  The  Restrictive  Practices 
Court's  decision  in  favour  of 
the  retention  of  rpm  on  medi- 
cines lifted  a  shadow  from  the 
profession's  future. 

The  C&D,  which,  with  the 
profession  it  serves,  had 
awaited  anxiously  the  court's 
decision,  reacted  with  the  speed 
that  the  occasion  called  for. 

On  Friday  afternoon  our 
first  "Special  Service  News 
Bulletin"  was  prepared,  con- 
taining a  comprehensive  report 
of  the  court's  findings,  together 
with  statements  from  profes- 
sional bodies  and  our  own 
assessment  of  the  decision. 

By  the  early  hours  of  Satur- 
day morning  the  bulletin  was 
on  the  presses,  and  was  then 
dispatched  by  post  to  every 
subscriber  in  Great  Britain. 

A  section  of  the  bulletin's 
front  page  is  shown  above. 

That  the  service  has  been 
appreciated  we  know  from  the 
response  from  our  subscribers. 

Mr  Alan  Garrett,  PATA 
president,  said,  "The  C&D  is  to 
be  congratulated  on  getting  out 
such  a  concise  but  full  report 
in  so  short  a  time.  That  the 
judgment  took  1|  hours  to 
deliver  gives  some  indication 
of  the  enormous  amount  of 
work  involved  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  case." 


More  points 
from  the 
judgment 

Quotes  from  Mr  Justice  Buck- 
ley's judgment  in  the  case  for 
resale  price  maintenance  on 
medicines. 

□  Without  the  wholesaler's 
services  it  would  be  impossible 
for  prescriptions  to  be  met,  as 
nearly  all  are  at  present,  upon 
presentation  or  at  any  rate 
within  a  few  hours  of  their 
being  handed  to  the  chemist. 

□  In  the  year  ended  Novem- 
ber 30,  1969,  16  per  cent  of  all 
"ethical"  products  realised  88 
per  cent  of  all  sales  of  "ethical" 
products  but  ...  it  does  not 
at  all  follow  that  the  slow 
movers  are  less  important. 

□  The  demand  for  pharma- 
ceutical products  is  dependent 
not  upon  economic  considera- 
tions but  on  considerations  of 
health. 

□  Wholesalers  are  financing 


Council  agrees  personal 
retention  fee  of  £14 

The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  agreed  that  the 
members'  personal  retention  fee  should  be  increased  from 
£10  10s  to  £14,  with  effect  from  January  1,  1971.  The  premises 
retention  fee  goes  up  from  £6  5s  to  £8. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Finance  and  General  Purposes  Commit- 
tee last  week,  the  then  president,  Mr  A.  Howells  suggested  that 
in  future  the  Council  should  think  in  terms  of  an  annual  review 
of  the  necessity  to  increase  fees  rather  than  expecting  that  fees 
should  last  for  a  long  period  of  years.  (See  p  918). 


the  stockholding  of  the  trade 
to  the  extent  of  one  month's 
supply  at  least,  whereas  the 
retail  pharmacist  is  able  to  dis- 
pense from  an  adequate  hold- 
ing of  stock  on  a  very  small 
working  capital. 

□  This  is  a  market  in  which, 
in  our  view,  thrusting  salesman- 
ship is  rather  out  of  place.  The 
public  should  not  be  encou- 
raged to  buy  more  medica- 
ments than  they  truly  need. 

□  The  exceptional  character 
and  circumstances  of  the  phar- 
maceutical industry  render  it 
peculiarly  immune  from  some 
of  the  ordinary  effects  of 
economic  pressures  and  pro- 
cesses. In  this  respect  the  in- 
dustry seems  to  be  unique. 

□  We  consider  that  the  ease 
of  access  to  a  chemist  shop 
is  a  matter  of  public  impor- 
tance, particularly  having  re- 
gard to  the  fact  that  many 
members  of  the  public  using 
the  shop  are  old,  infirm  or 
mothers  of  young  children.  A 
plentiful  and  well-distributed 
supply  of  such  shops  is  there- 
fore desirable. 

□  The  disappearance  of  a 
number  of  retail  pharmacists  as 
a  result  of  competition  from 
non  -  pharmaceutical  outlets 
would  be  likely  to  be  in  the 
main,  although  not  exclusively, 
among  chemist  shops  in  urban 
areas  outside  shopping  centres. 
This  disappearance  would  be  to 
the  detriment  of  the  public  as 
consumers  of  prescribed  medi- 
cines. 
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US  plan  to  regulate 
'money-off  on 
drugs  and  cosmetics 

Proposed  regulations  to  control  'money-off'  coupon  and 
'economy  size'  sales  promotions  on  food,  drugs  and  cosmetics 
have  been  published  by  the  Food  and  Drug  Administration 
of  America. 


In  the  past,  say  the  FDA. 
price  reduction  representations 
on  consumer  products  have 
not  always  reflected  a  true 
saving  to  the  purchaser  over 
the  customary  price  at  which 
the  commodity  is  sold. 

The  proposed  regulations  are 
aimed  to  ensure  that  savings 
representations  made  on  the 
package  or  label  of  consumer 
commodities,  or  claimed  by 
reason  of  the  package  size,  are 
actually  passed  on  to  the  con- 
sumer. 

Under  the  proposed  regula- 
tions, a  'money-off',  coupon,  or 
other  saving  offer  may  be 
made  by  a  manufacturer, 
packer  or  distributor  only  if 
the  product's  retail  selling  price 
has  been  established  and  is 
reduced  by  at  least  the  savings 
differential  represented  on  the 
package  or  labelling. 

The  sponsor  of  the  price 
reduction,  as  well  as  the  whole- 
saler and  retailer  would  be 
required  to  maintain  records 
for  at  least  one  year  showing 
that  the  wholesale  price  was 
reduced  enough  to  allow  the 
savings  to  be  passed  on  to  the 
customer. 

In  addition,  the  regulations : 
D  Define  the  manner  in  which 
the  savings  representation 
will  be  displayed  and  define 
'ordinary  and  customary 
retail  selling  price.' 

□  Specify  the  frequency  and 
duration  of  'money-off'  or 
coupon  deals. 

□  Preclude  'money-off'  or 
coupon  savings  on  newly 
developed  consumer  pro- 
ducts or  those  test-marketed 
regionally  for  the  first  time 
until  an  'ordinary  and 
customary  retail  price'  has 
been  established.  Provision 
is  made,  however,  for 
introductory  offers  on  new 
products  during  their  initial 
test  period. 

□  Prohibit  coupon  offers  re- 
lating to  purchases  other 
than  those  subject  to  the 
promotion  and  require  such 
offers  to  be  redeemable  at 
the  point  of  sale.  Coupon 
expiration  dates  must  be 
prominently  displayed  on 
the  label.

Contract 

pressure 

North-east  London  Pharmaceu- 
tical Committee  is  "well  con- 
tent" with  the  amendment  to 
the  East  Metropolitan  motion 
at  the  Branch  Representatives' 
meeting  —  the  motion  which 
sought  to  have  the  NEL  tri- 
partite contract  proposals  dis- 
cussed by  the  Society  (C&D 
May  30,  p  820). 

In  a  letter  to  the  Society,  the 
Contractors'  Committee  and 
the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union,  Mr  R.  G.  Worby,  secre- 
tary, says  that  the  amendment 
broadened  the  scope  of  the 
proposed  working  party. 

"It  is  hoped  that  the  exem- 
plary display  of  unanimity  on 
the  part  of  the  conference  will 
facilitate  early  implementation 
of  the  resolution,  and  North- 
east London  Local  Pharmaceu- 
tical Committee  will  be  grate- 
ful for  an  early  opportunity  to 
explain  their  tripartite  scheme 
to  the  proposed  working  party. 

"In  the  meantime  my  Com- 
mittee respectfully  request  your 
consideration  of  the  outline 
proposals  which  we  have  put 
forward,"  the  letter  adds. 

Proprietaries: 
Some  facts 

Many  statistics  were  put  before 
the  Restrictive  Practices  Court 
during  the  hearing  of  the 
medicines  case,  and  some  of 
them  are  set  out  in  the  annual 
report  of  the  Proprietary  Asso- 
ciation of  Great  Britain.  The 
following  are  among  the  more 
revealing : 

□  Over  500  million  times  each 
year  people  choose  a  household 
medicine  to  treat  a  minor  ill- 
ness. 

□  If  these  medicines  were  not 
available,  four  times  as  many 
doctors  would  be  required. 

□  Spending  on  household 
medicines  is  something  under 
£100  million  a  year. 

D  By  total  value,  advertised 
household  medicines  are  sold 
as  follows :    small  pharmacies 


38  per  cent;  multiple  pharma- 
cies 17  per  cent;  small  grocers 
and  other  shops  29  per  cent; 
multiple  grocers  and  Co-ops  13 
per  cent;  others  3  per  cent. 

□  1,584  different  brands  of 
household  medicine  are  on  sale, 
but  only  320  are  advertised  to 
the  public — four  out  of  five 
sell   on  recommendation. 

□  Only  190  medicines  are  sold 
widely  in  shops  other  than 
pharmacies. 

The  PAGB  report  uses  these 
statistics  to  argue  that  people 
who  need  household  medicines 
should  be  able  to  buy  them 
easily  through  a  wide  range  of 
outlets. 

"Pharmacies  stock  a  wide 
range  of  household  medicines 
and  other  small  retailers  offer 
easy  access — in  terms  of  time 
and  place — to  a  small  range 
of  well-known  remedies." 

Besides  outlining  the  rpm 
case,  the  report  reviews  the 
work  done  by  the  PAGB  for 
its  78  member  companies,  in- 
cluding help  relating  to  adver- 
tising, labelling  and  safety. 

Wholesalers 
'too  small' 

Wholesalers  in  all  trades  face 
squeezed  margins,  large 
numbers  of  small,  unprofitable 
orders,  and  operate  from  old 
unsuitable  buildings,  making  it 
difficult  to  use  modern  mechani- 
cal handling  equipment,  states 
a  report  published  this  week 
by  the  Distributive  Trades 
"Little  Neddy." 

A  study  group  found  that 
many  firms  were  too  small  to 
tackle  the  problems  they  faced. 
The  report  refers  to  the  low 
level  of  pay  and  the  possi- 
bilities of  introducing  produc- 
tivity incentives. 

As  a  result  of  visits  by  a 
working  party  or  its  secretary 
case  histories  are  given  includ- 
ing that  of  a  multiple  chemist's 
central  warehouses;  a  "medium 
size"  wholesale  chemist  and  a 
"large"  wholesale  chemist.

Weighing  machine 
warning  issued 

The  Chemists'  Defence  Asso- 
ciation report  for  1969  gives  a 
warning  to  members  about  the 
siting  of  weighing  machines. 
During  the  year  £200  damages 
were  paid  out  to  an  elderly 
lady  who  tripped  over  one  in 
a  forecourt.  It  is  suggested 
that  the  machines  should  be 
placed  where  the  public  can- 
not fall  over  them.

exempted 

medicines 

A  further  list  of  "essential" 
drugs  and  medicines  has  been 
temporarily  exempted  from 
purchase  tax  by  the  issue  of 
Purchase  Tax  (No  2)  Direction 
1970.  The  effect  of  the  Direc- 
tion which  became  operative 
on  June  5  is  to  make  the  fol- 
lowing additions  and  extensions 
to  the  entries  contained  in  the 
Schedule  to  the  Purchase  Tax 
(No  1)  Order  1970  (see  C&D 
Year  Book,  p  247) : 

Added  to  Head  II  are:  3-(3,4- 
dihydroxyphenyl)  -  L  -  alanine; 
3,  5  -  diiodo  -  3'  -  chloro  -  4'  - 
(p  -  chlorophenoxy)  salicylani- 
lide  prepared  for  veterinary 
use;  niclofolan  prepared  for 
veterinary  use;  practolol. 

Morantel  tartrate  and  diethyl- 
carbamazine  prepared  as  an 
anthelmintic  for  veterinary  use 
is  added  to  Head  III. 

The  entry  in  Head  I  relating 
to  "Any  of  the  following  sub- 
stances, prepared  for  use  by  in- 
jection" is  extended  to  include 
aqueous  solutions  of  glucose 
containing  dicobaltic  edetate; 
and  in  Head  II  the  entry  noxy- 
thiolin  now  reads  noxythiolin, 
whether  or  not  mixed  with 
amethocaine  hydrochloride  or 
lignocaine  hydrochloride." 
[Gynaflex  is  a  proprietary 
affected]. 

In  Head  II  the  entry  pipenzo- 
late  bromide  is  extended  to 
read:  "pipenzolate  bromide 
whether  or  not  mixed  with 
activated  dimethicone  [Piptalin 
elixir].  The  Treasury  will  in 
due  course  be  asked  to  make 
an  Order  which  will  give  per- 
manent effect  to  this  direction.

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Economist  returns 

to  the  attack 

on  Irish  pharmacy 

Professor  P.  R.  Kaim-Caudle  of  the  Economic  and  Social 
Research  Institute,  Dublin,  who  aroused  the  wrath  of  Irish 
pharmacists  recently  by  saying  that  their  education  was  a 
prima  facie  case  of  waste  has  now  expanded  his  views  on  the 
pharmaceutical  service  in  an  Institute  broadsheet. 
He    believes    that    the  Phar- 

Drug  Index)  indicating  that  the 
pharmacist  could  dispense  any 
medicine  within  a  specific 
group  that  had  been  tested  by 
the  Department  of  Health. 

Final  suggestion  is  for  a 
scheme  for  licensing  retail 
pharmacies  combined  with 
control  of  prices. 

The  characteristics  of  Irish 
pharmacy  are  the  low  num- 
bers of  prescriptions  per  head 
and  the  low  number  of  hours 
spent  on  dispensing,  although 
the  latter  will  increase  sub- 
stantially when  dispensing  for 
"persons  with  full  eligibility" 
is  transferred  to  retail  phar- 
macies. 

Discussing  pharmaceutical 
education  the  Professor  doubted 
whether  the  pharmacist's 
knowledge  needed  to  warn 
patients  or  doctors  of  un- 
desired  effects  of  drugs  needs 
to  be  based  on  a  deep  under- 
standing of  the  nature  of 
drugs.  Conscientiousness, 
knowledge  of  the  law  on  sale 
of  drugs  and  familiarity  with 
a  small  number  of  standard 
reference  works  are  the  main 
requisites. 

The  Professor  concedes  that 
professional  and  academic 
arguments  for  a  high  standard 
of  education  are  quite  cogent. 
They  are  not  so  persuasive 
from  the  point  of  view  of  the 
consumer. 

Discussing  income  from  pre- 
scriptions the  report  finds  that 
income  from  on-cost  on  pre- 
scription has  increased  more 
steeply  than  the  general  price 
level  between  1962  and  1969. 

Restriction  of  the  sale  of 
drugs  to  pharmacies  is  said  to 
be  a  safeguard  whose  efficacy 
is  more  alleged  than  proven. 
The  mere  fact  that  in  certain 
circumstances,  in  some  people, 
drugs  can  lead  to  disease  or 
undesirable  side  effects  is  not 
a  conclusive  argument  to 
restrict  their  sales.

maceutical  Society  of  Ireland 
has  interpreted  its  protection 
of  the  public  only  in  health 
hazards  but  has  not  set  out  to 
ensure  that  they  get  good  or 
even  fair,  value  for  money 
spent  on  medicines. 

Professor  Kaim-Caudle  com- 
ments on  "the  high  margins" 
on  dispensed  medicines  in 
Ireland,  which  he  calculates  as 
100  per  cent,  arrived  at  by  a 
taking  an  average  ingredient 
cost  of  10s  plus  50  per  cent 
mark  up  and  5s  dispensing  fee. 

He  criticises  the  uniformity 
of  the  5s  dispensing  fee  finding 
it  difficult  to  justify  why  a  busy 
pharmacy  in  Dublin  having  a 
large  number  of  prescriptions 
should  charge  the  same  fee  as 
in  a  village  where  few  pre- 
scriptions are  presented.  It 
would  be  more  reasonable  if 
the  margin  were  related  to  the 
cost  of  the  service  rendered. 

A  number  of  proposals  are 
made  to  reduce  the  cost  of 
medicines. 

Wider  availability  of  non- 
branded  standard  preparations 
is  advocated  with  the  com- 
ment that  this  would  allow 
great  scope  for  the  pharmacist 
to  use  his  professional  know- 
ledge in  increasing  public 
awareness  of  the  similarity  of 
their  therapeutic  efficacy  to 
branded  products. 

A  second  and  more  contro- 
versial proposal  is  for  the 
establishment  of  agencies  to 
dispense  at  prices  well  below 
those  charged  by  pharmacists. 
They  would  have  to  be  run  on 
a  proper  economic  basis,  with- 
out subsidies  from  public 
funds.  They  would  be  allowed 
and  encouraged  to  advertise 
that  their  prices  were  lower. 

The  agencies  would  be  non- 
profit making  and  run  by  local 
authorities  or  some  voluntary 
organisation. 

A  limitation  of  the  doctor's 
unfettered  freedom  to  pre- 
scribe is  advocated,  with  a  con- 
trol of  drugs  scheme  similar  to 
that  in  Ontario  being  intro- 
duced. In  the  Ontario  scheme 
a  practitioner  may  mark  a

Nl  chemist  conducts  own 
quiz  on  health  centres 

try  to  get  a  firm  statement  of 
policy  from  the  Ministry  on 
whether  pharmacists  would  be 
established  as  Board  employees. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Northern  Ireland  itself  sent  out 
a  questionnaire  on  rationalisa- 
tion and  limitation  of  pharma- 
cies to  its  members  in  April. 

The  Society's  secretary  Mr 
W.  Gorman  stated  on  lune 
9  that  to  date  163  replies  had 
been  received.  Emphasising 
that  that  number  provided  in- 
sufficient information  on  which 
the  Practice  Committee  could 
base  any  decisions  Mr  Gorman 
appealed  for  at  least  three  times 
as  many  replies  to  be  returned. 

The  replies  received  so  far 
indicated  that  the  majority 
were  in  favour  of  rationalisa- 
tion and  restriction  of  con- 
tracts with  the  General  Health 
Services  Board,  and  provision 
of  a  pharmaceutical  service  in 
all  parts  of  the  province.  Most 
were  dissatisfied  with  the  con- 
ditions imposed  by  one-man 
running  of  pharmacies. 

Commenting  on  Mr  Eakins' 
letter  Mr  Gorman  re-iterated 
the  Society's  view  that  a 
rationalisation  brought  about 
voluntarily  by  pharmacists  was 
likely  to  be  more  satisfactory 
than  one  resulting  from  purely 
economic  factors.  He  pointed  to 
the  difficulty  of  attracting 
degree  standard  pharmacists  to 
work  in  conditions  such  as  they 
currently  existed. 


A  member  of  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society  of  Northern  Ireland, 
dissatisfied  with  council  leader- 
ship on  health  centres,  is  send- 
ing a  questionnaire  to  all 
retail  chemists  in  the  province 
in  an  attempt  "to  precipitate 
constructive  thought  on  the 
matter." 

The  member,  Mr  T.  G. 
Eakin,  Dundonald.  Belfast,  in 
an  introductory  letter  to  the 
questionnaire  gives  his  reasons 
for  believing  that  it  would  be 
unprofitable  for  pharmacists  to 
form  consortia  to  practise  from 
health  centres. 

Mr  Eakin  believes  that 
pharmacists  will  have  the 
option  of  taking  a  dispensary 
"at  a  hefty  rent"  or  have  the 
threat  that  someone  else  might 
be  hanging  over  them.  If  they 
go  in  voluntarily  they  will 
have  extra  costs  owing  to  the 
sliding  scale  of  payments  and 
trade  will  be  reduced  at  exist- 
ing premises.  The  last  two  of 
seven  questions  ask  whether 
more  militant  action  should  be 
taken  to  secure  pharmacists' 
livelihood  and  whether  the  re- 
spondent would  support  a  role 
of  no  confidence  in  the  Society 
if  it  favours  health  centres. 

Mr  Eakin  told  the  C&D 
on  lune  9  that  the  posting  had 
not  yet  been  completed  but 
already  "several  dozen"  had 
been  returned,  most  of  which 
favoured  Mr  Eakin's  point  of 
view.  He  felt  the  Society  should

Sixes  and  sevens... 

Or  perhaps  tens  and  dozens.  .  .  .  The  question  of  metric  dosages  as  a  subject 
for  discussion  at  representative  meetings  bids  fair  to  rival  the  popularity  of 
the  perennial  digitalis  at  the  Science  Sessions  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference. 

The  whole  thing  is,  in  theory,  simplicity  itself,  and  when  the  metric  system 
took  the  stage  rather  more  than  a  year  ago,  its  sponsors  fondly  imagined 
that  they  had  taken  care  of  all  eventualities.  It  was  recognised,  of  course,  that 
there  were  still  doctors  of  the  old  school  who  would  not  alter  their  ways,  and 
elaborate  directions  were  given  to  the  pharmacist  to  accommodate  the  un- 
changing and  unchangeable.  But  we  were  led  to  believe  that  the  younger 
physicians,  brought  up  in  a  world  which  knew  not  grains  and  minims,  drachms 
and  scruples,  would  present  no  problems,  and  time  alone  was  needed  to 
smooth  the  path  for  the  schizophrenic  pharmacist. 

Experience  of  the  new  doctor,  brought  up  in  a  new  school,  has  not  proved 
so  far  to  be  reassuring.  It  seems  that  he  has  been  taught  to  think  in  terms 
of  the  duration  of  a  treatment,  and  in  consequence  one  capsule  thrice  daily 
for  what  he  describes  as  1/52  (by  which  I  gather  he  means  one  week)  produces 
a  curious  total  of  twenty-one  unit  doses — a  figure  which  does  not  fit  comfort- 
ably into  either  the  old  or  the  new  system. 

But  the  resilience  of  the  pharmacist  is  proverbial,  and  he  is  able  to  overcome. 
It  is  when  the  same  theory  is  applied  to  liquid  medicines  that  his  ingenuity 
is  taxed  to  the  uttermost.  A  dosage  of  5  ml  three  times  daily  for  i£2  produces 
the  round  figure  of  105  ml,  and  occasionally,  with  an  implied  distrust  of  the 
capacity  of  the  pharmacist  to  work  it  out  for  himself,  the  physician  does  the 
arithmetic  and  prescribes  105  ml,  which  does  not  fit  very  well  into  a  bottle 
made  to  hold  only  100  ml,  and  arouses  suspicion  if  it  is  put  into  the  next 
larger  size. 

Spoons  and  dilutions 

What  was  discussed  at  the  recent  meeting  of  Branch  Representatives  in  the 
same  connection  was  metric  dosage  by  plastic  spoon.  I  agree  with  one  or  two 
of  the  speakers  that  it  is  not  so  simple  as  it  sounds  to  convince  an  anxious 
mother  that  a  full  spoonful  should  be  given  to  her  sick  child  when  the  doctor 
has  specifically  enjoined  her  to  give  half  that  quantity. 

Dilution  of  one  volume  in  two  is  not  something  commonly  done  in  the 
household,  and  to  be  told  that  the  pharmacist  has  already  done  that  calls  for 
patience  and  tact.  And  there  are  occasions  on  which  even  the  pharmacist  is 
nonplussed,  for  with  all  the  help  and  advice  given  him  in  his  initial  instruc- 
tions, no  one  appears  to  have  visualised  a  situation  in  which  the  physician 
directs  that  four  or  five  mis  of  a  mixture  should  be  given  at  bed  time.  If,  as 
has  been  stated,  the  keynote  of  the  system  is  accuracy,  one  can  scarcely  fall 
back  on  the  abondoned  "small"  spoonful.  One  can  only  suppose  that  the 
200  mis  ordered  should  be  diluted  to  one  litre,  and  four  or  five  5  ml  spoonfuls 
be  taken. 

Did  I  hear  someone  ask  "What  does  it  matter?"  If  you  would  like  to  know 
how  I  met  the  emergency,  and  if  I  am  still  around  when  the  metric  system  has 
been  declared  obsolete,  I'll  tell  you.

It  was  with  pleasure  that  I  read  that  Mr  W.  M.  Darling  had  succeeded  to  the 
presidency  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  He  takes  up  office  with  some 
advantages  which  have  not  been  vouchsafed  to  all  of  his  predecessors.  He  has 
youth  on  his  side;  he  has  been  granted  two  years  as  vice-president  to  have  a 
look  at  the  bowling  and  play  himself  in;  and  he  has  the  inestimable  advantage 
of  having  Martindale  as  his  middle  name.

Scots  wholesaler 
expands 

W.  Davidson  Ltd  have  moved  from  their 
former  premises  in  Palmerston  Road, 
Aberdeen,  to  a  new  building  in  Craigshaw 
Crescent,  West  Tullos  industrial  estate  to 
give  them  elbow  room  and  space  for 
further  expansion.

From  incorporation  in  November  1964, 
Harris  Direct  Bargain  Stores  Ltd,  drug 
store  proprietors,  133  Upper  Street,  Lon- 
don N  1,  and  505  Hale  End  Road,  Lon- 
don E4,  was  always  short  of  capital  but 
the  business  offered  a  living  to  Mr  and 
Mrs  Robin  J.  Harris,  the  directors  until 
a  year  ago  when,  according  to  Mr  Harris, 
the  credit  squeeze  restricted  supplies. 

In  addition,  other  shops  had  opened  in 
competition  and  led  to  considerable  price 
cutting.  Eventually  the  position  was 
reached  whereby  the  business  could  not 
be  continued  and  steps  had  to  be  taken 
to  put  the  company  into  liquidation. 

At  a  meeting  of  creditors  held  on  June 
5,  a  statement  of  affairs  showed  liabili- 
ties £9,198,  of  which  £4,781  was  owing  to 
trade  and  expense  creditors. 

Mr  Bernard  Phillips,  FCA,  76  New 
Cavendish  Street,  London  W  1,  was  ap- 
pointed liquidator. 

Record  year  for  ICFC 

The  demand  for  services  of  the  Industrial 
and  Commercial  Finance  Corporation  has 
continued  to  be  strong,  and  resulted  in 
record  figures  for  1969-70  said  Lord  Sher- 
field  (chairman)  when  reviewing  the  an- 
nual report  on  Tuesday. 

The  number  of  customers  rose  by  over 
200  and  now  total  2,077. 

Gross  advances  of  the  group,  including 
leasing  and  plant  purchase,  were  £27  3  m 


(up  25  per  cent  on  previous  year)  while 
repayment  and  realisations  of  £12-3m  were 
about  the  same. 

New  business  transacted  in  the  year 
ended  March  31  amounted  to  £286m 
(£25m)  and  facilities  on  offer  at  the  end 
of  the  year  were  £12-2m  (£10'5m).

NPU's  1969  income 

The  National  Pharmaceutical  Union's  in-

With  other  income,  however,  the  total 
rose  to  £90,768,  little  different  from  1968  s 
£90,204. 

After  expenses  there  was  a  surplus  of 
£19,395  (£15,210  in  1968). 

The  report  on  the  Central  NHS  (Chemist 
Contractors)Committee  shows  that  although 
levies  on  pharmaceutical  committees  at 
£40.038  were  sharply  up  on  1968  (£32.031), 
expenditure  exceeded  that  amount  by 
£5,731  (£1,024). 

Naarden's  dividend  up

shows  that  1969  consolidated  sales  rose

Rules  put 
quinine  in  1 
Schedule  4B 

Quinine  is  brought  under  the  controls  of 
Schedule  4B  in  the  Poisons  Rules  1970, 
operative  July  8. 

The  Rules,  and  the  Poisons  List  Order 
1970,  together  bring  the  following  drugs 
under  new  poisons  control:  benzitramide, 
its  salts  (PI,  SI);  dihydrocodeinone  O-car- 
boxymethyloxime,  its  salts,  its  esters,  their 
salts  (PI,  SI);  3-(3,4-dihydroxyphenyl) 
alanine,  its  salts  (PI,  S4B);  dothiepin,  its 
salts  (PI,  S4B);  quinine,  its  salts  (PI, 
S4B);  salbutamol,  its  salts  (PI,  S4B);  iso- 
aminile,  its  salts  (PI,  S4B). 

The  restrictions  of  S4B  apply  to  quinine 
only  in  preparations  containing  10  per  cent 
or  more  of  quinine  or  its  salts;  below  10 
per  cent,  preparations  are  Part  I  only... 
A  Schedule  3  exemption  from  the  Poisons 
Rules  applies  to  "preparations  containing 
not  more  than  1  per  cent  of  quinine  or  its 
salts;  soft  drinks,  wines  or  tonic  wines; 
preparations  containing  not  more  than  15 
per  cent  of  quinine  or  its  salts  for  use  in 
the  manufacture  of  soft  drinks,  wines, 
tonic  wines  or  confectionery." 

A  new  wording  in  the  S3  exemptions 
for  sodium  and  potasium  hydroxides  re- 
lates the  percentages  to  total  caustic  alka- 
linity. Butylated  hydroxytoluene  is  added 
to  the  list  of  exempted  phenols. 

Animal  feeds 

An  amendment  to  S3,  in  respect  of  nico- 
tine, restricts  the  exemption  for  prepara- 
tions containing  less  than  7'5  per  cent,  to 
liquid  preparations,  and  solid  preparations 
with  a  soap  base.  Newly  exempted  are 
animal  feeding  stuffs  containing  not  more 
than  0  01  per  cent  of  arsanilic  acid  and 
not  containing  any  other  arsenical  poison. 
Also  hydrocyanic  acid  and  phenols  in  re- 
agent kits  supplied  for  medical  or  veterin- 
ary purposes,  and  hydrocyanic  acid  in  pre- 
parations containing  less  than  the  equiva- 
lent of  01  per  cent,  weight  in  weight,  of 
HCN. 

Alkali  metal  bifluorides,  ammonium  bi- 
fluoride,  and  oxides  and  sulphides  of  anti- 
mony, are  added  to  Schedule  2,  which 
relaxes  certain  labelling  provisions. 

Rule  18  and  Schedule  13,  which  dealt 
with  the  form  of  authority  for  purchas- 
ing strychnine  for  killing  moles  and  seals, 
have  been  extended  to  cover  monofluor- 
acetic  acid,  fiuoracetamide,  fluoracetani- 
lide,  used  as  rodenticides,  and  to  zinc 
phosphide.  Some  new  provisions  apply. 
Renumbering  of  the  subsequent  sche- 
dules reduces  their  total  to  fifteen. 

An  alteration  to  Rule  3  brings  the 
metric-imperial  equivalents  of  weights  in 
line  with  the  Weights  and  Measures  Act 
Regulations.

THE  DANGERS  OE  GIVING 
EREE  ADVICE 


by  Jonathan  Sterling 

The  chemist  is  the  universal  purveyor  of 
free  advice  on  health  and  happiness.  Both 
the  trained  pharmacist  and  the  assistant 
behind  the  counter  are  expected  to  pres- 
cribe tonics,  advise  on  the  best  type  of 
pain  killer,  inform  customers  on  the 
merits  and  otherwise  of  local  doctors,  and 
even  on  occasion  to  apply  dressings  and 
remove  objects  from  children's  eyes. 
Naturally,  the  chemist  does  his  best  to 
oblige  —  and  to  be  obliging.  But  he 
should  realise  the  risks  he  runs. 

When  you  advise  a  customer,  the  law 
says  that  you  "owe  him  a  duty  of  care". 
You  must  realise  that  he  will  rely  upon 
your  advice.  So  while  you  are  only  under 
a  moral  obligation  (at  most)  to  give  that 
advice,  you  have  a  legal  duty  to  take  care 
to  ensure  that  the  advice  is  accurate.  If 
you  give  information  that  is  both  incor- 
rect and  supplied  negligently,  you  may 
be  in  trouble  with  the  law. 

If  you  make  a  mistake 

Suppose  that  you  are  asked  to  provide 
a  medicine  for  a  customer's  ailment.  You 
carelessly  make  a  mistake  in  your  on-the- 
spot  appraisal  or  interpretation.  The  cus- 
tomer uses  the  goods  you  supply  —  which, 
in  themselves,  are  perfectly  merchantable 
and  not  defective  in  any  way.  But  as  a 
result  of  accepting  the  advice  you  gave, 
the  customer  develops  further  symptoms 
— or  new  side  effects,  caused  by  the  drug. 

You  will  then  have  had  a  duty  of  care 
to  the  customer;  in  breach  of  that  duty, 
you  were  careless;  and  as  a  result  of  that 
lack  of  due  care,  your  customer  will  have 
suffered  damage.  You  will  therefore  be 
liable  to  pay  damages  to  your  customer. 

Naturally,  you  will  not  be  liable  unless 
you  were  negligent.  Just  as  a  doctor  does 
not  guarantee  to  diagnose  or  to  cure,  so 
the  law  will  impose  no  such  obligation 
upon  the  pharmacist.  You  are  not  ex- 
pected to  be  a  genius,  but  only  to  possess 
and  to  use  that  degree  of  skill  and  exper- 
tise which  should  be  possessed  and  used 
by  the  average,  sensible,  intelligent  man 
of  your  profession  or  trade.  If  you  do  not 
display  the  skill  required  of  you  and  as 
a  result  your  customer  (or  his  wife  or 
child,  for  that  matter)  suffers  in  his  health, 
you  may  suffer  in  your  pocket. 

"That's  all  fair  enough,"  you  protest, 
"if  I  was  being  paid  for  my  advice.  But 
surely  I  cannot  be  held  liable  if  I  was 
helping,  out  of  the  kindness  of  my  heart?" 

Indeed  you  can — and  it  is  this  sad  and 
important  fact  which  so  few  pharmacists 
recognise,  as  they  hand  out  advice  and 
help  so  freely.  First,  where  you  are  ad- 
vising on  the  stock  you  sell,  you  have  a 
direct  financial  and  contractual  relation- 
ship with  your  customer.  It  may  then  be 
said  to  be  an  implied  term  in  the  con- 
tract under  which  the  customer  buys  the 
goods  that  your  advice  is  carefully  given. 


More  important,  though,  is  the  rule 
that  even  if  your  customer  buys  nothing 
from  you  .  .  .  even  if  you  are  gratuitously 
and  helpfully  binding  a  wound  or  remov- 
ing an  object  from  a  child's  eye  .  .  .  you 
must  use  due  care.  Fail  to  do  so  and  the 
fact  that  you  acted  out  of  kindness  will 
not  prevent  you  from  being  liable. 

The  important  case  which  decided  this 
rule  concerned  references,  supplied  gratui- 
tously by  a  merchant  bank.  The  House  of 
Lords  held  that  even  though  there  was 
no  contractual  relationship  whatsoever 
between  the  bank  and  the  recipient  of  the 
reference,  the  bank  still  owed  that  re- 
cipient a  "duty  of  care"  because  it  knew 
that  he  would  rely  upon  the  advice  given. 

But  the  case  also  provided  a  way  out. 
You  may  add  a  "disclaimer".  You  are 
fully  entitled  to  say:  "I  will  be  pleased  to 
advise  you  or  to  help  you,  but  I  do  so  at 
your  own  risk  .  .  ."  You  may  give  a  re- 
ference, saying:  "We  are  pleased  to  pro- 
vide a  reference  for  our  former  employee, 
but  we  accept  no  responsibility  whatso- 
ever in  connection  therewith."  If  you  dis- 
claim legal  responsibility,  then  you  can- 
not be  held  legally  responsible. 

So  in  future,  by  all  means  assist.  But 
say:  "We  are  pleased  to  help,  but  you  will 
appreciate  that  we  cannot  accept  any  legal 
responsibility."  If  the  customer  is  pre- 
pared to  accept  your  help  on  that  basis, 
then  — ■  assuming  that  he  is  an  adult  of 
sound  mind  —  he  should  not  be  able  to 
impose  responsibility  upon  you.  And  when 
you  give  a  reference,  take  a  leaf  out  of 
the  book  of  every  bank  —  and  disclaim, 
loud  and  clear.  "No  responsibility  is 
accepted  .  .  ."  Then  none  will  be  imposed.

Industry  wins 
the  day  in  rpm 
case  ruling 


The  Restrictive  Practices  Court  ruled  on  Friday  that  resale  price  maintenance 
in  Britain's  drugs  industry  should  be  allowed  to  continue.  This  is  only  the 
second  time  the  Court  has  preserved  resale  price  maintenance  on  any  class 


of  goods. 

The  Court  declared  that  "ethical"  and 
proprietary  medicines  should  be  ex- 
empt from  the  provisions  of  the  Resale 
Prices  Act  1964. 

Mr  Justice  Buckley  gave  the  Court's 
decision  after  a  28-day  hearing  in 
which  the  pharmaceutical  industry, 
through  its  trade  associations,  chall- 
enged the  Registrar  of  Restrictive  Trad- 
ing Agreements,  who  sought  a  ruling 
that  rpm  in  the  industry  was  against 
the  public  interest. 

In  reaching  its  decision,  the  Court 
noted  the  effect  of  abolition  of  rpm  on 
wholesalers,  on  chemist  outlets,  and 
the  range  of  medicines  available.  It 
found  the  effects  to  be  to  the  "detri- 
ment" of  the  public. 

The  parties  to  the  hearing  were  the 
Association  of  the  British  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Industry,  for  manufacturers  and 
distributors  of  "ethical"  drugs,  and  the 
Proprietary  Association  of  Great 
Britain  and  the  Proprietary  Articles 
Trade  Association,  for  the  "non-ethical" 
or  proprietary  drug  distributors. 

This  was  the  last  case  to  be  referred 
to  the  Court  under  the  Resale  Prices 
Act.  Since  the  1964  Act  was  introduced 
the  Court  has  allowed  resale  price 
maintenance  to  be  preserved  on  only 
one  class  of  goods  —  net  books. 

Mr  Justice  Buckley  who  had  presid- 
ed over  the  hearing,  took  one-and-a- 
half  hours  to  read  the  40-page  judg- 
ment, and  gave  12  points  leading  to 
the  Court's  decision.  These  are  given 
in  detail  on  the  following  page. 


Welcome 
for  the 
decision 


In  a  statement  immediately  after  the 
case  on  Friday,  Mr  Gordon  Hollis, 
director  of  the  Proprietary  Association 
of  Great  Britain  which  represents 
manufacturers  of  advertised  proprietary 
medicines  —  said: 

"We  welcome  the  Court's  decision 
and  so  will  the  millions  of  families  who 
need  ready  access  to  household  medi- 
cines to  treat  minor  ailments.  We  be- 
lieve this  decision  recognises  that  ready 
availability  of  household  medicines 
through  a  large  number  of  shops  is  an 
important  factor  in  safeguarding  the 
nation's  health. 

"It  recognises  the  essential  services 
provided  by  the  small  pharmacy  in 
supplying  a  wide  range  of  household 
medicines  to  meet  the  needs  of  his 
customers." 

The  Association  of  the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Industry,  representing  "ethi- 
cal" manufacturers,  says  it  is  pleased 
that  the  outcome  recognises  the  unique 
nature  of  the  products  and  the  distri- 
bution set  up. 

The  impression  gained  outside  the 
court  on  Friday  was  that  the  judg- 
ment had  said  all  that  needed  to  be 
said.

The  'C.  &  D.'  view 


There  have  been  times  during  the 
medicines  case  before  the  Restrictive 
Practices  Court  when  even  the  most 
stout-hearted  supporter  of  resale 
price  maintenance  will  have  doubted 
the  outcome. 

Although  the  justice  of  the  industry's 
case  has  been  in  no  doubt  so  far  as 
the  profession  is  concerned,  it  is  not 
always  so  easy  to  convince  those 
representing  the  public  interest  —  as 
the  Court  was  on  this  occasion. 

It  therefore  comes  as  a  great  relief 
to  learn  that  the  Court  was  fully 
convinced  from  the  arguments  it 
heard  that  the  service  to  the  public 
would  be  adversely  affected  by  the 
ending  of  price  maintenance,  both 
on  "ethicals,"  and  proprietaries. 

The  Court  also  saw  that  distribution  of 
pharmacies  was  important  to  the  eld- 
erly, the  infirm  and  the  young 
mother,  and  was  reluctant  to  hasten 
their  closure. 

This  recognition  of  the  pharmacists' 
role  in  Society  by  an  important  inde- 
pendent court  will  not  only  be  wel- 
comed by  the  profession,  but  may 
also  be  of  value  when  discussing 
matters  such  as  distribution  of  phar- 
macies with  the  Government. 

One  pointer  is  the  side  reference  given 
during  the  judgment  when  it  was 
indicated  that  the  Court's  members 
did  not  think  that  proprietary  medi- 
cines were  suitable  merchandise  for 
sales  inducements. 

This,  we  hope,  will  be  taken  into  con- 
sideration when  the  general  sale  list 
is  compiled  under  the  Medicines 
Act.  It  should  not  be  forgotten  by 
those  who  advocate  a  wide  list  on 
the  grounds  of  "availability"  to  the 
public,  that  the  Restrictive  Practices 
Court  has  investigated  the  total  effect 
on  the  public  interest,  and  has  said 
in  effect  that  the  public  interest  lies 
in  the  preservation  of  a  broad  net- 
work of  pharmacies. 

This,  the  Court  has  said,  means  that 
the  pharmacist  must  attract  custo- 
mers through  the  sale  of  proprie- 
taries. Perhaps,  however,  some  of 
the  hue  and  cry  will  die  down  now 
that  "price  inducements"  have  been 
ruled  out  of  court. 
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Why  the  Court  upheld 

Mr  Justice  Buckley's  'T 


The  12  points  cited  by  Mr  Justice  Buck- 
ley as  leading  to  the  Court's  decision 
were : 

□  The  removal  of  resale  price  main- 
tenance from  "ethicals"  would  result  in 
a  substantial  contraction  in  the  delivery 
service  provided  by  wholesale  distribu- 
tors. 

□  Tt  would  also  result  in  a  contraction 
of  the  stock  of  slow-moving  "ethicals" 
held  by  wholesale  distributors  al- 
though some  wholesalers  would  con- 
tinue to  carry  some  of  the  slow-moving 
tail  of  "ethicals." 

□  It  would  decrease  the  ability  of  re- 
tail pharmacists  to  meet  prescriptions 
from  stock, .or  at  least  at  short  notice. 

□  Consequently  the  availability  of 
"ethicals"  at  the  point  at  which  retail 
sales  took  place — the  chemist's  shop — 
would  be  reduced  substantially. 

Public  detriment 

□  The  extent  of  this  would  be  such 
as  to  amount  to  a  detriment  to  those 
members  of  the  public  who  consumed 
or  used  "ethicals"  whether  as  retail 
purchases  or  under  the  National  Health 
Service. 

□  Although  the  "ethicals"  most  likely 
to  be  affected  would  be  those  less  fre- 
quently demanded  and  the  numbers  of 
the  public  affected  at  any  one  time 
might  constitute  a  very  small  propor- 
tion of  the  public,  the  detriment  would 
be  one  extending  to  the  public  at 
large,  for  all  men  were  at  risk  of  be- 
coming aged  or  infirm  or  of  contract- 
ing ailments  or  disabilities  for  the  treat- 
ment of  which  drugs  were  required  and 
sometimes  required  very  urgently. 

□  Although  there  might  be  no  reduc- 
tion in  the  number  of  establishments 
in  which  a  comparatively  small  range 
of  the  most  popular  proprietary  medi- 
cines would  be  sold  by  retail,  there 
would  be  a  substantial  reduction  in  the 
number  of  establishments  in  which 
other  proprietary  medicines  would  be 
obtainable  and  this  would  be  detrimen- 
tal  to  those  members  of  the  public  who 
wanted  to  buy  these  latter  classes  of 
proprietary  medicines. 

□  The  more  frequently  demanded 
lines  in  proprietary  medicines  which 
would  be  found  in  the  supermarkets 
would  become  available  to  the  public 
at  somewhat  cheaper  prices. 


□  As  regards  proprietary  medicines, 
the  balancing  provision  required  the 
availability  of  some  proprietary  medi- 
cines at  lower  prices  to  be  balanced 
against:  (a)  the  probable  reduction  in 
the  number  of  establishments  where 
a  wider  range  of  proprietary  medicines 
could  be  bought  retail,  and  (b)  the 
loss  of  those  chemists'  shops  which  were 
likely  to  become  casualties. 

□  The  delivery  by  wholesalers  was, 
in  this  particular  industry,  a  service 
provided  in  connection  with  the  retail 
dispensing  carried  out  by  retail  phar- 
macists and  so  therefore  was  a  service 
provided  in  connection  with  such  retail 
sales  of  "ethicals"  as  took  place  in  res- 
ponse to  private  prescriptions,  the  sub- 
stantial reduction  of  which  would 
operate  to  the  detriment  of  those  mem- 
bers of  the  public  who  obtained  pres- 
cribed medicines  by  retail  purchase. 

□  As  to  the  balancing  provision  in 
the  Act,  no  detriment  would  result 
to  any  member  of  the  public  as  the 
result  of  maintaining  minimum  resale 
prices  on  "ethicals."  Under  the  National 
Health  Service  the  consumer  was  un- 
affected by  price.  Even  if  retaining  re- 
sale price  maintenance  resulted  in 
prices  of  "ethicals"  being  higher,  at  any 
rate  in  some  parts  of  the  country,  than 
they  would  otherwise  be  this  should 
not  be  regarded  as  a  detriment  to  the 
retail  purchaser  of  prescribed  medi- 
cines, for  he  could  always  have  re- 
course to  the  National  Health  Service. 

More  closures 

□  The  removal  of  resale  price  main- 
tenance from  proprietary  medicines 
would  result  in  more  chemists  going 
out  of  business  more  quickly  than 
would  otherwise  be  the  case,  with  a 
consequent  loss  of  outlets  for  not  only 
proprietary  medicines  but  also  pres- 
cribed medicines. 

The  judge  said  that  in  the  Court's 
judgment  the  detriments  which  in  these 
respects  would  result  from  the  removal 
of  resale  price  maintenance  from  pro- 
prietary medicines  would  outweigh  the 
detriment  resulting  from  the  mainten- 
ance of  minimum  resale  prices  —  the 
foregoing  of  somewhat  lower  prices  on 
some  proprietaries. 

He  said  the  Court  had  therefore 
reached  the  conclusion  that  the  respon- 


dents were  entitled  to  succeed  as  re- 
gards "ethicals"  and  as  regards  proprie- 
tary medicines. 

He  said  that  they  would  add  two 
further  observations: 

Firstly  that  the  interest  of  the  pub- 
lic as  taxpayers  in  the  economical 
operation  of  the  National  Health  Ser- 
vice Act  was  in  the  Court's  view  not 
relevant  to  the  present  discussion.  In 
any  case  the  voluntary  price  regula- 
tion scheme  was  intended  to  take  care 
of  the  taxpayers'  interests. 

'Disarray' 

Secondly  the  Court  considered  that 
if  rpm  was  withdrawn  in  relation  to 
"ethicals,"  the  existing  scheme  for  re- 
munerating chemists  under  the  Nation- 
al Health  Service  Act  would  inevitably 
be  thrown  into  disarray.  It  seemed  to 
the  Court  that  any  scheme  of  remunera- 
tion which  proceeded  upon  any  other 
basis  than  one  of  uniform  prices  for 
ethical  drugs  throughout  the  country 
would  be  exceedingly  difficult  and  ex- 
pensive to  administer. 

Earlier,  Mr  Justice  Buckley,  who 
was  delivering  his  last  judgment  as 
President  of  the  Court  immediately 
prior  to  taking  up  an  appointment 
as  Lord  Justice  of  Appeal,  said  the 
number  of  chemists'  shops  in  the 
United  Kingdom  had  been  declining 
for  a  considerable  number  of  years. 

"This  trend,  we  think,  reflects  the 
general  trend  away  from  small  local 
businesses  and  is  to  be  attributed  in 
the  main  to  the  economic  climate  of  the 
age  and  to  the  fact  that  increased 
mobility  on  the  part  of  the  public 
has  resulted  in  a  decline  in  local  shop- 
ping," he  said. 

It  was  clear,  the  Court  thought,  that 
the  exceptional  character  and  circum- 
stances of  the  pharmaceutical  industry 
rendered  it  particularly  immune  to 
some  of  the  ordinary  effects  of  econ- 
omic pressures  and  processes.  In  this 
respect  the  industry  seemed  to  be 
unique. 

Many  of  the  retail  outlets  were  only 
marginally  profitable  and  consequently 
were  very  vulnerable  to  any  change  in 
their  economic  position.  It  seemed  clear 
to  the  Court  that  the  small  independ- 
ent chemist  was  "a  disappearing 
species,"  and  that  without  regard  to 
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the  possible  results  of  the  abolition  of 
rpm  a  large  number  of  this  type  of 
business  was  likely  to  disappear  during 
the  next  few  years  without  replace- 
ment. 

"We  consider,  however,  that  ease  of 
access  to  a  chemist's  shop  is  a  matter 
of  public  importance,  particularly  hav- 
ing regard  to  the  fact  that  many  mem- 
bers of  the  public  who  make  use  of 
the  chemists'  shops  are  old,  infirm,  or 
mothers  of  young  children.  A  plentiful 
and  well  distributed  supply  of  such 
shops  is  therefore  desirable." 

Mr  Justice  Buckley  said  the  evidence 
satisfied  the  Court  that  the  emergence 
of  distributors  operating  along  the 
lines  of  the  suggested  short  range  dis- 
tributor was  probable. 

Such  distributors  would  not  carry  a 
full  range  of  "ethical"  goods  but  would 
concentrate  upon  that  section  of  the 
trade  which  was  most  profitable. 

The  number  of  such  short  range 
distributors  would  depend  on  the  readi- 
ness of  existing  distributors  to  adapt 
their  range  of  price  and  service  to 
the  new  competitive  climate. 

Fewer  deliveries 

The  Court  thought  that  a  drastic 
reduction  in  the  number  and  prompt- 
ness of  deliveries  given  by  the  whole- 
salers if  rpm  went  would  be  certain. 
Other  services  which  distributors  at 
present  provided  for  the  retailers,  such 
as  technical  advice  and  information 
and  a  special  compounding  service 
would  also  be  likely  to  suffer  and 
credit  might  be  drastically  reduced. 

The  Court  did  riot  think  that  exist- 
ing distributors  would  be  able  to  help 
themselves  effectively  by  surcharges  on 
the  slower  moving  "ethical"  drugs. 

The  judge  said  that  no  doubt  they 
would  continue  to  give  some  support  to 
wholesalers  who  continued  to  stock 
the  tail  of  slow  moving  "ethical"  drugs, 
but  they  would  obtain  as  large  a  pro- 
portion of  their  fast  moving  "ethical" 
drugs  from  those  wholesalers  who 
offered  discounts  as  they  could  do,  con- 
sistent with  maintaining  the  whole- 
salers who  dealt  in  the  slow  moving 
items. 

The  judge  said  that  in  consequence 
of  this,  the  Court  was  satisfied  that 
there  would  be  likely  to  be  a  substan- 


tial reduction  of  the  ability  of  chem- 
ists to  dispense  prescriptions  from 
stock  while  the  consumer  waited  and 
a  substantial  reduction  in  the  ability 
of  chemists  to  dispense  from  stock 
and  to  obtain  some  deliveries  from 
wholesalers  within  the  day  or  at 
least  within  24  hours. 

Such  a  deterioration  in  the  ability 
of  the  chemist  to  meet  the  needs  of  his 
customers  would,  in  the  Court's  judg- 
ment, operate  to  the  detriment  of  the 
public. 

The  varieties  of  "ethicals"  required 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  public  as 
consumers  or  users  of  those  goods  at 
the  point  at  which  they  must  be  avail- 
able to  meet  those  needs,  that  was  to 
say  on  the  shelves  of  the  dispensing 
chemist,  would  be  substantially  re- 
duced. 

Proprietaries 

As  regards  proprietary  medicines  the 
Court  was  satisfied  that  with  the 
abolition  of  rpm,  competition  would 
develop  at  retail  level.  Supermarkets, 
in  which  term  was  included  other  out- 
lets accustomed  to  promote  their  busi- 
ness by  price  cutting,  already  stocked 
some  proprietary  medicines. 

The  judge  said  that  the  evidence 
satisfied  the  Court  that  they  would 
increase  their  range  of  proprietary 
medicines.  A  witness  from  Tesco  had 
said  that  his  stores  would  probably 
stock  an  additional  50  lines  of  proprie- 
tary medicines  and  another  witness  had 
said  that  he  would  hope  to  increase 
his  turnover  in  proprietary  medicines 
by  at  least  50  per  cent,  and  probably 
more. 

Mr  Justice  Buckley  said  that  the 
proprietary  medicines  which  would  be 
stocked  in  these  outlets  would  be  those 
extensively  advertised  to  the  public  — 
that  was  to  say,  the  most  popular 
brands  and  those  most  in  demand.  He 
said  that  the  supermarkets  would  un- 
doubtedly cut  the  prices  on  those  goods 
and  would  bring  this  to  the  attention 
of  the  public. 

The  regular  cuts  would  no  doubt  be 
relatively  small,  perhaps  Id  or  2d  in 
half-a-crown,  but  larger  cuts  would  be 
made  at  times  of  popular  demand.  At 
present,  he  said,  there  was  little  incen- 
tive to  supermarkets  to  stock  proprie- 


tary medicines.  But  with  the  removal 
of  rpm,  this  would  cease  to  be  so. 

The  sale  of  proprietary  medicines 
constituted  a  relatively  small  part  of 
the  total  turnover  of  the  chemist  — 
being  of  the  order  of  10  per  cent. 
But  the  sale  of  such  medicines  account- 
ed for  a  much  larger  proportion  of  the 
number  of  occasions  on  which  custo- 
mers visited  chemists,  and  any  reduc- 
tion in  this  business  would  affect  not 
only  his  turnover  in  proprietary  medi- 
cines but  also  his  turnover  in  the  other 
miscellaneous  "over  the  counter"  goods 
in  which  he  dealt. 

The  judge  added :  'We  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  removal  of  rpm  from 
the  popular  brands  of  proprietary 
medicines  would  be  likely  to  increase 
substantially  the  rate  at  which  small 
chemists  are  going  out  of  business." 

He  said  the  Court  doubted  if  this 
would  reduce  the  total  number  of  out- 
lets at  which  the  more  popular  brands 
of  proprietary  medicines  could  be  ob- 
tained, for  not  only  would  they  be- 
come more  generally  available  at  super- 
markets but  also  the  number  of  super- 
market outlets  was  increasing  rapidly. 

It  was  not  suggested,  however,  that 
supermarkets  would  hold  a  wide  range 
of  the  proprietary  medicines  but  only 
those  most  regularly  in  demand.  The 
number  of  establishments  in  which 
other  proprietary  medicines  less  freely 
in  demand  by  the  public,  but  for  which 
nevertheless  a  market  existed  and 
could  be  bought,  would  be  substantially 
reduced. 

Casualties 

"Moreover,  and  more  importantly,  the 
disappearance  of  those  chemists  who 
fell  as  casualties  in  this  competition 
could  result  in  a  reduction  of  the  num- 
ber of  points  at  which  the  public  could 
get  prescriptions  dispensed."  the  judge 
continued. 

"We  think  that  the  casualties  would 
be  likely  to  be  in  the  main,  although 
not  exclusively,  among  chemist  shops 
in  urban  areas  but  situated  not  in  the 
shopping  centres. 

"The  disappearance  of  these  dispens- 
aries would,  in  our  judgment,  be  a 
detriment  to  the  public  as  consumers 
of  prescribed  medicines,"  said  Mr  Jus- 
tice Buckley.

Industry  wins 
the  day  in  rpm 
case  ruling 


The  Restrictive  Practices  Court  ruled  on  Friday  that  resale  price  maintenance 
in  Britain's  drugs  industry  should  be  allowed  to  continue.  This  is  only  the 
second  time  the  Court  has  preserved  resale  price  maintenance  on  any  class 
of  soods. 


The  Court  declared  that  "ethical"  and 
proprietary  medicines  should  be  ex- 
empt from  the  provisions  of  the  Resale 
Prices  Act  1964. 

Mr  Justice  Buckley  gave  the  Court's 
decision  after  a  28-day  hearing  in 
which  the  pharmaceutical  industry, 
through  its  trade  associations,  chall- 
enged the  Registrar  of  Restrictive  Trad- 
ing Agreements,  who  sought  a  ruling 
that  rpm  in  the  industry  was  against 
the  public  interest. 

In  reaching  its  decision,  the  Court 
noted  the  effect  of  abolition  of  rpm  on 
wholesalers,  on  chemist  outlets,  and 
the  range  of  medicines  available.  It 
found  the  effects  to  be  to  the  "detri- 
ment" of  the  public. 

The  parties  to  the  hearing  were  the 
Association  of  the  British  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Industry,  for  manufacturers  and 
distributors  of  "ethical"  drugs,  and  the 
Proprietary  Association  of  Great 
Britain  and  the  Proprietary  Articles 
Trade  Association,  for  the  "non-ethical" 
or  proprietary  drug  distributors. 

This  was  the  last  case  to  be  referred 
to  the  Court  under  the  Resale  Prices 
Act.  Since  the  1964  Act  was  introduced 
the  Court  has  allowed  resale  price 
maintenance  to  be  preserved  on  only 
one  class  of  goods  —  net  books. 

Mr  Justice  Buckley  who  had  presid- 
ed over  the  hearing,  took  one-and-a- 
half  hours  to  read  the  40-page  judg- 
ment, and  gave  12  points  leading  to 
the  Court's  decision.  These  are  given 
in  detail  on  the  following  page. 


Welcome

In  a  statement  immediately  after  the 
case  on  Friday,  Mr  Gordon  Hollis, 
director  of  the  Proprietary  Association 
of  Great  Britain  which  represents 
manufacturers  of  advertised  proprietary 
medicines  —  said: 

"We  welcome  the  Court's  decision 
and  so  will  the  millions  of  families  who 
need  ready  access  to  household  medi- 
cines to  treat  minor  ailments.  We  be- 
lieve this  decision  recognises  that  ready 
availability  of  household  medicines 
through  a  large  number  of  shops  is  an 
important  factor  in  safeguarding  the 
nation's  health. 

"It  recognises  the  essential  services 
provided  by  the  small  pharmacy  in 
supplying  a  wide  range  of  household 
medicines  to  meet  the  needs  of  his 
customers." 

The  Association  of  the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Industry,  representing  "ethi- 
cal" manufacturers,  says  it  is  pleased 
that  the  outcome  recognises  the  unique 
nature  of  the  products  and  the  distri- 
bution set  up. 

The  impression  gained  outside  the 
court  on  Friday  was  that  the  judg- 
ment had  said  all  that  needed  to  be 
said.

The  'C.  8-  D.'  view 


There  have  been  times  during  the 
medicines  case  before  the  Restrictive 
Practices  Court  when  even  the  most 
stout-hearted  supporter  of  resale 
price  maintenance  will  have  doubted 
the  outcome. 

Although  the  justice  of  the  industry's 
case  has  been  in  no  doubt  so  far  as 
the  profession  is  concerned,  it  is  not 
always  so  easy  to  convince  those 
representing  the  public  interest  —  as 
the  Court  was  on  this  occasion. 

It  therefore  comes  as  a  great  relief 
to  learn  that  the  Court  was  fully 
convinced  from  the  arguments  it 
heard  that  the  service  to  the  public 
would  be  adversely  affected  by  the 
ending  of  price  maintenance,  both 
on  "ethicals,"  and  proprietaries. 

The  Court  also  saw  that  distribution  of 
pharmacies  was  important  to  the  eld- 
erly, the  infirm  and  the  young 
mother,  and  was  reluctant  to  hasten 
their  closure. 

This  recognition  of  the  pharmacists' 
role  in  Society  by  an  important  inde- 
pendent court  will  not  only  be  wel- 
comed by  the  profession,  but  may 
also  be  of  value  when  discussing 
matters  such  as  distribution  of  phar- 
macies with  the  Government. 

One  pointer  is  the  side  reference  given 
during  the  judgment  when  it  was 
indicated  that  the  Court's  members 
did  not  think  that  proprietary  medi- 
cines were  suitable  merchandise  for 
sales  inducements. 

This,  we  hope,  will  be  taken  into  con- 
sideration when  the  general  sale  list 
is  compiled  under  the  Medicines 
Act.  It  should  not  be  forgotten  by 
those  who  advocate  a  wide  list  on 
the  grounds  of  "availability"  to  the 
public,  that  the  Restrictive  Practices 
Court  has  investigated  the  total  effect 
on  the  public  interest,  and  has  said 
in  effect  that  the  public  interest  lies 
in  the  preservation  of  a  broad  net- 
work of  pharmacies. 

This,  the  Court  has  said,  means  that 
the  pharmacist  must  attract  custo- 
mers through  the  sale  of  proprie- 
taries. Perhaps,  however,  some  of 
the  hue  and  cry  will  die  down  now 
that  "price  inducements"  have  been 
ruled  out  of  court. 
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Why  the  Court  upheld  i 
Mr  Justice  Buckley's  '] 


The  12  points  cited  by  Mr  Justice  Buck- 
ley as  leading  to  the  Court's  decision 
were : 

□  The  removal  of  resale  price  main- 
tenance from  "ethicals"  would  result  in 
a  substantial  contraction  in  the  delivery 
service  provided  by  wholesale  distribu- 
tors. 

□  It  would  also  result  in  a  contraction 
of  the  stock  of  slow-moving  "ethicals" 
held  by  wholesale  distributors  al- 
though some  wholesalers  would  con- 
tinue to  carry  some  of  the  slow-moving 
tail  of  "ethicals." 

□  'It  would  decrease  the  ability  of  re- 
tail pharmacists  to  meet  prescriptions 
from  stock,  or  at  least  at  short  notice. 

□  Consequently  the  availability  of 
"ethicals"  at  the  point  at  which  retail 
sales  took  place — the  chemist's  shop — 
would  be  reduced  substantially. 

Public  detriment 

□  The  extent  of  this  would  be  such 
as  to  amount  to  a  detriment  to  those 
members  of  the  public  who  consumed 
or  used  "ethicals"  whether  as  retail 
purchases  or  under  the  National  Health 
Service. 

□  Although  the  "ethicals"  most  likely 
to  be  affected  would  be  those  less  fre- 
quently demanded  and  the  numbers  of 
the  public  affected  at  any  one  time 
might  constitute  a  very  small  propor- 
tion of  the  public,  the  detriment  would 
be  one  extending  to  the  public  at 
large,  for  all  men  were  at  risk  of  be- 
coming aged  or  infirm  or  of  contract- 
ing ailments  or  disabilities  for  the  treat- 
ment of  which  drugs  were  required  and 
sometimes  required  very  urgently. 

□  Although  there  might  be  no  reduc- 
tion in  the  number  of  establishments 
in  which  a  comparatively  small  range 
of  the  most  popular  proprietary  medi- 
cines would  be  sold  by  retail,  there 
would  be  a  substantial  reduction  in  the 
number  of  establishments  in  which 
other  proprietary  medicines  would  be 
obtainable  and  this  would  be  detrimen- 
tal to  those  members  of  the  public  who 
wanted  to  buy  these  latter  classes  of 
proprietary  medicines. 

□  The  more  frequently  demanded 
lines  in  proprietary  medicines  which 
would  be  found  in  the  supermarkets 
would  become  available  to  the  public 
at  somewhat  cheaper  prices. 


□  As  regards  proprietary  medicines, 
the  balancing  provision  required  the 
availability  of  some  proprietary  medi- 
cines at  lower  prices  to  be  balanced 
against :  (a)  the  probable  reduction  in 
the  number  of  establishments  where 
a  wider  range  of  proprietary  medicines 
could  be  bought  retail,  and  (b)  the 
loss  of  those  chemists'  shops  which  were 
likely  to  become  casualties. 

□  The  delivery  by  wholesalers  was, 
in  this  particular  industry,  a  service 
provided  in  connection  with  the  retail 
dispensing  carried  out  by  retail  phar- 
macists and  so  therefore  was  a  service 
provided  in  connection  with  such  retail 
sales  of  "ethicals"  as  took  place  in  res- 
ponse to  private  prescriptions,  the  sub- 
stantial reduction  of  which  would 
operate  to  the  detriment  of  those  mem- 
bers of  the  public  who  obtained  pres- 
cribed medicines  by  retail  purchase. 

□  As  to  the  balancing  provision  in 
the  Act,  no  detriment  would  result 
to  any  member  of  the  public  as  the 
result  of  maintaining  minimum  resale 
prices  on  "ethicals."  Under  the  National 
Health  Service  the  consumer  was  un- 
affected by  price.  Even  if  retaining  re- 
sale price  maintenance  resulted  in 
prices  of  "ethicals"  being  higher,  at  any 
rate  in  some  parts  of  the  country,  than 
they  would  otherwise  be  this  should 
not  be  regarded  as  a  detriment  to  the 
retail  purchaser  of  prescribed  medi- 
cines, for  he  could  always  have  re- 
course to  the  National  Health  Service. 

More  closures 

□  The  removal  of  resale  price  main- 
tenance from  proprietary  medicines 
would  result  in  more  chemists  going 
out  of  business  more  quickly  than 
would  otherwise  be  the  case,  with  a 
consequent  loss  of  outlets  for  not  only 
proprietary  medicines  but  also  pres- 
cribed medicines. 

The  judge  said  that  in  the  Court's 
judgment  the  detriments  which  in  these 
respects  would  result  from  the  removal 
of  resale  price  maintenance  from  pro- 
prietary medicines  would  outweigh  the 
detriment  resulting  from  the  mainten- 
ance of  minimum  resale  prices  —  the 
foregoing  of  somewhat  lower  prices  on 
some  proprietaries. 

He  said  the  Court  had  therefore 
reached  the  conclusion  that  the  respon- 


dents were  entitled  to  succeed  as  re- 
gards "ethicals"  and  as  regards  proprie- 
tary medicines. 

He  said  that  they  would  add  two 
further  observations: 

Firstly  that  the  interest  of  the  pub- 
lic as  taxpayers  in  the  economical 
operation  of  the  National  Health  Ser- 
vice Act  was  in  the  Court's  view  not 
relevant  to  the  present  discussion.  In 
any  case  the  voluntary  price  regula- 
tion scheme  was  intended  to  take  care 
of  the  taxpayers'  interests. 

'Disarray' 

Secondly  the  Court  considered  that 
if  rpm  was  withdrawn  in  relation  to 
"ethicals,"  the  existing  scheme  for  re- 
munerating chemists  under  the  Nation- 
al Health  Service  Act  would  inevitably 
be  thrown  into  disarray.  It  seemed  to 
the  Court  that  any  scheme  of  remunera- 
tion which  proceeded  upon  any  other 
basis  than  one  of  uniform  prices  for 
ethical  drugs  throughout  the  country 
would  be  exceedingly,  difficult  and  ex- 
pensive to  administer. 

Earlier,  Mr  Justice  Buckley,  who 
was  delivering  his  last  judgment  as 
President  of  the  Court  immediately 
prior  to  taking  up  an  appointment 
as  Lord  Justice  of  Appeal,  said  the 
number  of  chemists'  shops  in  the 
United  Kingdom  had  been  declining 
for  a  considerable  number  of  years. 

"This  trend,  we  think,  reflects  the 
general  trend  away  from  small  local 
businesses  and  is  to  be  attributed  in 
the  main  to  the  economic  climate  of  the 
age  and  to  the  fact  that  increased 
mobility  on  the  part  of  ihc  public 
has  resulted  in  a  decline  in  local  shop- 
ping," he  said. 

It  was  clear,  the  Court  thought,  that 
the  exceptional  character  and  circum- 
stances of  the  pharmaceutical  industry 
rendered  it  particularly  immune  to 
some  of  the  ordinary  effects  of  econ- 
omic pressures  and  processes.  In  this 
respect  the  industry  seemed  to  be 
unique. 

Many  of  the  retail  outlets  were  only 
marginally  profitable  and  consequently 
were  very  vulnerable  to  any  change  in 
their  economic  position.  It  seemed  clear 
to  the  Court  that  the  small  independ- 
ent chemist  was  "a  disappearing 
species,"  and  that  without  regard  to 
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Industry's  case: 

Ive  points'  and  summary 


the  possible  results  of  the  abolition  of 
rpm  a  large  number  of  this  type  of 
business  was  likely  to  disappear  during 
the  next  few  years  without  replace- 
ment. 

"We  consider,  however,  that  ease  of 
access  to  a  chemist's  shop  is  a  matter 
or  public  importance,  particularly  hav- 
ing regard  to  the  fact  that  many  mem- 
bers of  the  public  who  make  use  of 
the  chemists'  shops  are  old,  infirm,  or 
mothers  of  young  children.  A  plentiful 
and  well  distributed  supply  of  such 
shops  is  therefore  desirable." 

Mr  Justice  Buckley  said  the  evidence 
satisfied  the  Court  that  the  emergence 
of  distributors  operating  along  the 
lines  of  the  suggested  short  range  dis- 
tributor was  probable. 

Such  distributors  would  not  carry  a 
full  range  of  "ethical"  goods  but  would 
concentrate  upon  that  section  of  the 
trade  which  was  most  profitable. 

The  number  of  such  short  range 
distributors  would  depend  on  the  readi- 
ness of  existing  distributors  to  adapt 
their  range  of  price  and  service  to 
the  new  competitive  climate. 

Fewer  deliveries 

The  Court  thought  that  a  drastic 
reduction  in  the  number  and  prompt- 
ness of  deliveries  given  by  the  whole- 
salers if  rpm  went  would  be  certain. 
Other  services  which  distributors  at 
present  provided  for  the  retailers,  such 
as  technical  advice  and  information 
and  a  special  compounding  service 
would  also  be  likely  to  suffer  and 
credit  might  be  drastically  reduced. 
I  The  Court  did  not  think  that  exist- 
ing distributors  would  be  able  to  help 
themselves  effectively  by  surcharges  on 
the  slower  moving  "ethical"  drugs. 

The  judge  said  that  no  doubt  they 
would  continue  to  give  some  support  to 
wholesalers  who  continued  to  stock 
the  tail  of  slow  moving  "ethical"  drugs, 
but  they  would  obtain  as  large  a  pro- 
portion of  their  fast  moving  "ethical" 
drugs  from  those  wholesalers  who 
offered  discounts  as  they  could  do,  con- 
sistent with  maintaining  the  whole- 
salers who  dealt  in  the  slow  moving 
items. 

The  judge  said  that  in  consequence 
of  this,  the  Court  was  satisfied  that 
there  would  be  likely  to  be  a  substan- 


tial reduction  of  the  ability  of  chem- 
ists to  dispense  prescriptions  from 
stock  while  the  consumer  waited  and 
a  substantial  reduction  in  the  ability 
of  chemists  to  dispense  from  stock 
and  to  obtain  some  deliveries  from 
wholesalers  within  the  day  or  at 
least  within  24  hours. 

Such  a  deterioration  in  the  ability 
of  the  chemist  to  meet  the  needs  of  his 
customers  would,  in  the  Court's  judg- 
ment, operate  to  the  detriment  of  the 
public. 

The  varieties  of  "ethicals"  required 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  public  as 
consumers  or  users  of  those  goods  at 
the  point  at  which  they  must  be  avail- 
able to  meet  those  needs,  that  was  to 
say  on  the  shelves  of  the  dispensing 
chemist,  would  be  substantially  re- 
duced. 

Proprietaries 

As  regards  proprietary  medicines  the 
Court  was  satisfied  that  with  the 
abolition  of  rpm,  competition  would 
develop  at  retail  level.  Supermarkets, 
in  which  term  was  included  other  out- 
lets accustomed  to  promote  their  busi- 
ness by  price  cutting,  already  stocked 
some  proprietary  medicines. 

The  judge  said  that  the  evidence 
satisfied  the  Court  that  they  would 
increase  their  range  of  proprietary 
medicines.  A  witness  from  Tesco  had 
said  that  his  stores  would  probably 
stock  an  additional  50  lines  of  proprie- 
tary medicines  and  another  witness  had 
said  that  he  would  hope  to  increase 
his  turnover  in  proprietary  medicines 
by  at  least  50  per  cent,  and  probably 
more. 

Mr  Justice  Buckley  said  that  the 
proprietary  medicines  which  would  be 
stocked  in  these  outlets  would  be  those 
extensively  advertised  to  the  public  — 
that  was  to  say,  the  most  popular 
brands  and  those  most  in  demand.  He 
said  that  the  supermarkets  would  un- 
doubtedly cut  the  prices  on  those  goods 
and  would  bring  this  to  the  attention 
of  the  public. 

The  regular  cuts  would  no  doubt  be 
relatively  small,  perhaps  Id  or  2d  in 
half-a-crown,  but  larger  cuts  would  be 
made  at  times  of  popular  demand.  At 
present,  he  said,  there  was  little  incen- 
tive to  supermarkets  to  stock  proprie- 


tary medicines.  But  with  the  removal 
of  rpm,  this  would  cease  to  be  so. 

The  sale  of  proprietary  medicines 
constituted  a  relatively  small  part  of 
the  total  turnover  of  the  chemist  — 
being  of  the  order  of  10  per  cent. 
But  the  sale  of  such  medicines  account- 
ed for  a  much  larger  proportion  of  the 
number  of  occasions  on  which  custo- 
mers visited  chemists,  and  any  reduc- 
tion in  this  business  would  affect  not 
only  his  turnover  in  proprietary  medi- 
cines but  also  his  turnover  in  the  other 
miscellaneous  "over  the  counter"  goods 
in  which  he  dealt. 

The  judge  added:  'We  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  removal  of  rpm  from 
the  popular  brands  of  proprietary 
medicines  would  be  likely  to  increase 
substantially  the  rate  at  which  small 
chemists  are  going  out  of  business." 

He  said  the  Court  doubted  if  this 
would  reduce  the  total  number  of  out- 
lets at  which  the  more  popular  brands 
of  proprietary  medicines  could  be  ob- 
tained, for  not  only  would  they  be- 
come more  generally  available  at  super- 
markets but  also  the  number  of  super- 
market outlets  was  increasing  rapidly. 

It  was  not  suggested,  however,  that 
supermarkets  would  hold  a  wide  range 
of  the  proprietary  medicines  but  only 
those  most  regularly  in  demand.  The 
number  of  establishments  in  which 
other  proprietary  medicines  less  freely 
in  demand  by  the  public,  but  for  which 
nevertheless  a  market  existed  and 
could  be  bought,  would  be  substantially 
reduced. 

Casualties 

"Moreover,  and  more  importantly,  the 
disappearance  of  those  chemists  who 
fell  as  casualties  in  this  competition 
could  result  in  a  reduction  of  the  num- 
ber of  points  at  which  the  public  could 
get  prescriptions  dispensed."  the  judge 
continued. 

"We  think  that  the  casualties  would 
be  likely  to  be  in  the  main,  although 
not  exclusively,  among  chemist  shops 
in  urban  areas  but  situated  not  in  the 
shopping  centres. 

"The  disappearance  of  these  dispens- 
aries would,  in  our  judgment,  be  a 
detriment  to  the  public  as  consumers 
of  prescribed  medicines,"  said  Mr  Jus- 
tice Buckley.

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To  the  victors  our  thanks 

The  whole  profession  of  pharmacy — not  just  those  in 
retail  practice — owes  a  great  debt  to  those  who  prepared, 
fought  and  won  the  case  for  resale  price  maintenance  on 
"ethical"  and  proprietary  medicines. 

The  officers  and  staffs  of  the  three  contestant  organisa- 
tions —  the  Association  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Industry,  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  and 
the  Proprietary  Association  of  Great  Britain — all  deserve 
our  thanks,  as  do  those  pharmacists  who  gave  evidence. 
We  have  mentioned  this  before  but  it  merits  a  second 
airing.  Their  efforts  may  have  served  to  turn  the  tide  in 
the  viability  of  retail,  which  is  still  the  backbone  of  the 
profession. 

Thanks  are  also  due  to  all  those  pharmacists  who  con- 
tributed to  the  fighting  funds,  or  have  promised  to  do  so. 
The  costs  of  the  case  have  even  now  not  been  fully  covered, 
and  retailers  who  stand  to  benefit  from  the  decision  should 
consider  the  appeal  by  Mr  S.  J.  Turner  on  p  914. 

Lest  pharmacists  become  complacent  following  this 
victory  in  the  courts,  however,  we  must  point  out  that 
the  battle  of  the  High  Street  is  still  very  much  with  us. 
The  manufacturers  who  have  fought  so  hard  must  be  pre- 
pared to  continue  to  enforce  their  prices,  or  it  will  have 
been  a  hollow  victory.  And  retailers  must  realise  that  there 
is  nothing  "extra"  in  the  till  as  a  result  of  the  decision 
— they  must  still  strive  to  be  better  than  the  next  man 
in  providing  the  service  the  public  demands,  in  both  pro- 
fessional and  commercial  activities. 

A  lop-sided  view 

According  to  Oscar  Wilde,  a  cynic  knows  the  price  of 
everything  but  the  value  of  nothing.  Irish  pharmacists  who 
read  Professor  Kaim-Caudle's  report  on  pharmaceutical 
services  in  Ireland  (p  899)  will  be  excused  for  harbouring 
similar  sentiments  towards  economists.  The  report, 
published  under  the  auspices  of  the  Economic  and  Social 
Research  Institute  Dublin,  purports  to  define  the  nature  of 
the  pharmaceutical  services,  their  costs  and  benefits  to  the 
community  and  advances  a  number  of  ideas  for  changes 
which  the  author  believes  would  increase  the  benefits  with- 
out appreciably  increasing  costs. 

The  man  in  the  street  is  not  likely  to  be  wildly  excited 
by  such  profundities  in  the  report  as  "income  elasticity 
of  demand  for  proprietaries,"  it  is  unfortunate  that  the 
news  media  seized  on  comments  like  "the  high  cost  of 
prescriptions  is  due  to  the  large  margin  between  ingredient 
cost  and  prices"  or  "this  is  the  result  of  the  esprit  de  corps 
of  retail  pharmacists."  Such  quotations  cannot  but  have 
harmed  the  image  of  the  pharmacist. 

Pharmacists  are  disappointed  that  the  report  did  not 
come  to  terms  with  the  many  anomalies  underlining 
pharmaceutical  services  in  the  Republic  of  Ireland:  the 
multiplicity  of  agencies  providing  alternative  services  and 
i  their  impact  on  the  economic  structure  of  private  practices 
and  the  injustice  of  the  dual  pricing  system  which  results 
in  community  pharmacists  paying  20  per  cent  more  for  his 
drugs  than  official  agencies. 

No  cognisance  is  taken  of  the  many  unpaid  services 


rendered  by  pharmacists  to  the  public,  often  by  way  of 
advice,  which  is  frequently  followed  by  a  visit  to  a  super- 
market to  purchase  a  medicine  or  dietary  supplement 
recommended  by  the  pharmacist. 

The  report  is  unlikely  to  have  much  impact  on  the 
economics  of  health  service  in  the  republic.  From  1971 
it  is  anticipated  that  the  State  dispensaries  will  close  and 
that  pharmaceutical  services  will  be  provided  through 
private  pharmacists  at  no  cost  to  the  recipient — the  so 
called  low  income  group.  It  is  also  planned  to  assist  better 
off  patients  who  find  the  cost  of  medicines  a  hardship  on 
occasion. 

With  the  gradual  extension  of  State  services  the  cost  of 
prescriptions  to  the  public  will  diminish  in  importance  as 
a  matter  of  controversy  but  this  does  not  mean  that  the 
problems  of  pharmacists  will  cease  to  exist.  It  is  perhaps 
the  basic  weakness  of  this  report  that  every  aspect  of  the 
work  of  the  pharmacist  is  subordinated  to  economic  issues 
and  there  is  no  evidence  of  constructive  or  original  think- 
ing which  could  be  of  benefit  to  pharmacists  in  Ireland 
or  elsewhere. 

A  job  well  done 

The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  had  the 
good  fortune  to  be  led  by  many  great  presidents,  but  we 
venture  to  suggest  that  few,  if  any,  will  have  surpassed  the 
untiring  effort  put  in  during  the  past  two  years  by  Mr 
Albert  Howells. 

There  have  been  few  weeks  indeed  in  which  his  name  has 
not  appeared  in  the  C&D — addressing  meetings,  leading 
delegations,  meeting  people,  travelling  far  and  wide  on 
behalf  of  the  profession.  Wherever  there  have  been 
problems,  Mr  Howells  has  not  been  afraid  to  meet  them, 
and  he  has  frequently  taken  the  initiative  to  break  dead- 
locks— such  as  in  getting  the  medical  and  pharmaceutical 
professions  round  a  table  once  again  to  thrash  out  matters 
such  as  doctor-dispensing. 

Everywhere  he  has  gone  he  has  made  friends  at  the 
personal  level.  And  his  firm  control  of  meetings  with  a 
sparkling  Welsh  wit  has  earned  both  respect  and  admira- 
tion. Always  the  sincerity  of  a  man  with  the  profession's 
interests  at  heart  has  come  through. 

Among  Mr  Howell's  most  lengthy  assignments  was  the 
six-week  tour  undertaken  to  consider  the  future  of  the 
reciprocity  agreements  with  Australia  and  New  Zealand, 
and  on  many  occasions  we  know  he  must  have  overridden 
his  own  personal  wishes — and  sometimes  responsibilities — 
in  order  to  deal  with  pharmaceutical  affairs.  But  one  of  the 
achievements  of  which  Mr  Howells  can  be  most  proud,  is 
the  successful  setting  up  of  the  Commonwealth  Pharma- 
ceutical Association.  Only  a  personality  such  as  his  could 
have  welded  this  diverse  group  into  what  should  become  a 
powerful  voice  in  world  pharmacy. 

To  succeed  Mr  Howells  as  president  we  have  Mr  W.  M. 
Darling.  He  has  served  a  long  "apprenticeship,"  and  such 
is  the  arduous  nature  of  the  presidency  in  these  days  that 
he  has  regularly  "deputised"  when  the  president  was  en- 
gaged elsewhere.  We  wish  Mr  Darling  a  really  fruitful  year 
in  his  work  on  behalf  of  the  profession. 
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RPM:  Our  debt 

It  is  easy  for  pharmacy  to  sit  back  and 
congratulate  itself  on  the  outstanding  vic- 
tory in  the  Restrictive  Practices  Court, 
but  I  wonder  how  many  pharmacists 
appreciate  the  amount  of  time  and  effort 
—  to  say  nothing  of  the  expense  —  in- 
volved in  bringing  this  case  to  the  Court. 
Many  pharmacists  and  their  representative 
organisations  from  hospital,  industry  and 
wholesale  put  in  a  tremendous  effort  to 
present  all  the  facts  in  the  best  possible 
lights,  but  I  particularly  wish  publicly  to 
acknowledge  the  debt  owed  by  pharmacy 
to  our  retail  colleagues. 

These  pharmacists,  all  with  heavy  per- 
sonal business  commitments,  undertook  to 
prepare  and  submit  proofs  of  evidence 
(one  running  to  45  pages)  and  subse- 
quently to  appear  in  the  Court  and  be  sub- 
jected to  harsh  cross  examination  —  each 
of  them  in  the  knowledge  that  every  word 
they  uttered  would  be  set  down  in  the 
record  and  that  if  the  case  went  against 
pharmacy  they  would  share  the  blame. 

Thank  you,  Mr  D.  J.  Blake  of  Boughton, 
Mr  W.  M.  Currie  of  South  Molton,  Mr 
C.  J.  Fell  of  Saffron  Walden,  Mr  W.  J.

Cost  of  victory 

The  resale  price  maintenance  case  for 
medicinal  products  has  been  "won"  — 
the  greatest  decision  for  pharmacy  in  the 
last  decade. 

Costs  of  the  case  are  considerable  so 
may  I  appeal  to  all  those  retail  pharma- 
cists who  have  not  yet  sent  their  contribu- 
tion to  the  NPU  Fighting  Fund  to  do  so 
immediately.

Spanish  pharmacy 

I  would  question  two  of  the  conclusions 
in  your  leader  "Spanish  lesson"  (last  week 
page  863).  While  it  is  true  that  many  out- 
moded products  remain  on  the  market, 
most  products  of  leading  international 
pharmaceutical  companies  available  in 
Britain  are  manufactured  and  marketed  in 
Spain,  although  the  trademark,  pack  size 
and  sometimes  its  format  may  be  dif- 
ferent. In  central  Spain  there  are  a  num- 
ber of  large,  modern  pharmaceutical  plants 
exporting  to  many  countries,  including  the 
Common  Market. 

Unfortunately,  the  Costa  Brava  is  not 
typical  of  Spain.  Apart  from  the  gypsies, 
there  are  four  races  and  languages— Cas- 
tilian,  Catalan,  Basque  and  Gallego.  Cata- 
lunia,  from  the  Phoenicians  to  the  pre- 
sent, always  had  an  international  outlook, 


and  is  largely  a  British  tourist  coast.  I 
am,  therefore,  not  surprised  that  the  range 
of  goods  in  pharmacies  is  similar  to  that 
in  Britain. 

However,  I  have  visited  literally  hun- 
dreds of  Spanish  pharmacies,  and  although 
1  have  not  been  there  for  six  years,  still 
keep  in  touch,  and  can  assure  you  that 
over  the  country  as  a  whole  the  picture 
is  different,  although  I  must  admit  that 
even  in  Madrid,  there  was  one  pharmacy 
which  appeared  to  cater  for  the  interna- 
tional tourist.  They  have  their  equivalents 
of  lohn  Bell  and  Croyden  and  Boots. 
Piccadilly,  but  their  suburban,  market 
town  and  village  pharmacies  do  not  sell 
photographic  goods,  cosmetics  or  non- 
pharmaceutical  goods.  There  are  shops 
which  specialise  in  these  trades.

GENERICS:  THE  PRICE  RE  QUALITY 


Prices  of  "generic"  drugs  are  far  too  low — 
and  the  trade  can  expect  to  pay  more 
when  Regulations  have  been,  made  under 
the  Medicines  Act.  That  is  how  Mr  Peter 
Briess,  managing  director  of  Regent 
Laboratories  Ltd,  sums  up  the  present 
state  of  the  highly  competitive  market  in 
which  his  company  operates.  He  can  speak 
with  some  authority,  because  Regent  can 
turn  out  some  1,000  million  tablets  a 
year,  plus  many  generic  and  speciality 
capsules  into  the  bargain. 

Talking  to  the  C&D  at  his  NW  London 
factory,  Mr  Briess  hinted  that  the  Medi- 
cines Act  would  force  some  manufac- 
turers to  raise  their  standards — and  their 
prices.  That  is  why  he  has  never  aimed 
to  be  the  cheapest,  instead  he  bases  his 
charges  on  the  cost  of  making  a  good  pro- 
duct and  a  reasonable  profit.  Mr  Briess 
predicts  that  when  the  Government  gets  a 
closer  look  at  some  generic  manufac- 
turers' profits  they  are  going  to  be  sur- 
prised. "Even  some  of  the  more  expensive 
lines  leave  margins  that  others  would  not 
[look  at",  he  says. 

"Any  talk  of  'milking  the  Health  Ser- 
vice' is  bunkum  so  far  as  generics  are 
iconcerned.  Can  we  really  be  expected  to 
[maintain  high  standards  of  quality  con- 
trol and  still  supply  phenobarbitone  15mg 
(tablets  at  2s  lOd  per  1,000?" 

Peter  Briess  has  brought  Regent  Labora- 
tories a  long  way  since  he  began  it  as 
B&P  Laboratories  in  Mount  Place,  Acton, 
in  1954.  At  that  time  B&P  were  filling 
only  soft  gelatin  capsules,  mainly  with 
vitamins.  In  1962  they  added  a  hard  cap- 
ule  filling  service,  having  by  that  time 
moved  to  Packington  Road,  Acton. 
Two  years  earlier,  the  late  Mr  Victor

Fox,  a  pharmacist,  had  started  making 
compressed  tablets  in  Tooting,  trading  as 
Medopharma.  He  and  Peter  Briess  met 
about  that  time  and  by  1967  it  seemed  a 
logical  step  to  merge  their  two  comple- 
mentary interests.  By  this  time,  however, 
B&P  had  become  part  of  Lewis  &  Peat 
group,  and  the  product  of  the  new  union 
— Regent  Laboratories —  became  an  L&P 
subsidiary.  Briess  and  Fox  were  to  have 
been  joint  managing  directors,  but  on  the 
day  they  moved  to  a  new  combined  fac- 
tory, Mr  Fox  was  taken  ill  and  eventually 
died  in  January  1969. 

Peter  Briess  went  ahead  alone,  and  soon 
found  the  factory  to  be  ideal  for  his  pur- 
poses. Being  nearly  square,  with  only  a 
front  goods  entrance  (and  exit)  it  "planned 
itself"  with  the  longest  process — tableting 
— following  a  circular  path  round  the 
periphery.  Thus  a  tour  of  the  "outer  ring" 
departments  brings  one  first  to  materials 
storage,  then  formulation,  mixing,  granu-

lation,  drying,  tableting,  coating,  packing 
and  finished  goods  storage — by  this  time 
back  close  to  the  entrance.  Offtake  points 
from  the  formulation  area  give  access  to 
the  centrally-placed  hard  capsule  and  soft 
capsule  sections,  each  section  being  fully 
screened  from  neighbouring  operations. 

Soft  capsule  manufacture  is  something 
bound  to  intrigue  the  visitor,  because  the 
process  is  used  in  Britain  by  only  Regent 
and  one  licensee.  Gelatin,  liquified  at  60°C 
is  fed  through  the  outer  of  two  concentric 
nozzles,  the  oily  medicament  through  the 
inner  nozzle.  The  resulting  "tube"  of 
immiscible  liquids  is  passed  in  intermittent 
bursts  into  a  coolant  mineral  oil,  to  form 
droplets.  These  fall  through  the  coolant 
and  are  expelled  from  the  machine.  After 
drying,  the  gelatin  "shell"  shrinks  to 
create  a  perfect  sphere  of  extreme  clarity, 
there  being  no  "seam"  as  when  capsules 
are  produced  in  dies.  The  capsulators  just 
described  are  built  by  Globex  Inter- 
national Ltd.  a  Jersey-based  company  in 
which  Regent  have  a  50  per  cent  interest. 
Development  work  on  these  machines 
takes  place  "on  the  job"  at  Regent  and 
the  prototype  of  a  new  higher-speed  model 
is  just  getting  into  its  stride. 

A  glance  at  the  finished  packs  around 
the  factory  reveals  many  well-known 
names  in  British  pharmacy — Regent  supply 
generics  to  many  wholesalers  and  large 
pharmacy  groups,  besides  manufacturing 
a  number  of  specialities.  But  they  never 
supply  the  pharmacist  direct — and  they 
do  not  compete  in  "own  brand"  generics. 
Their  standard  range  is  over  125  lines — 
though  they  concentrate  on  holding  ade- 
quate stocks  of  those  they  produce,  rather 
than  "something  of  everything."  In  this 
way  they  were  able  to  cope  better  than 
most  with  the  demands  of  last  winter's 
influenza  epidemic. 

Much  of  the  production  goes  overseas 
— exports  have  virtually  doubled  over  the 
past  12  months — with  the  Far  East.  Africa 
and  Canada  among  the  main  customers. 
By  using  plant  with  a  wide  range  of  capa- 
city. Regent  are  able  to  cope  with  con- 
tracts calling  for  anything  from  a  50,000 
tablet  batch  to  a  million  or  more  a  day. 

Completing  the  works  picture  is  a  busy 
quality  control  laboratory  carrying  out  all 
except  microbiological  tests — which  are 
put  out  to  consultants.  A  staff  total  of 
nearly  100  is  led  by  a  team  of  experts, 
including  two  pharmacists,  Mr.  W.  K. 
Wibley  (production  manager)  and  Mr  S. 
C.  Barker  (works  pharmacist),  who  have 
achieved  a  corporate  spirit  through  regu- 
lar policy-making  meetings. 

But  the  last  word  goes  to  Peter  Briess. 
who  prides  himself  on  offering  uniquely 
from  under  one  roof  coated  and  two-layer 
tablets;  soft  capsules  and  hard  capsules. 
He  says:  "I  believe  that  if  a  company 
manufacturing  generics  is  to  maintain 
the  same  high  standards  of  quality  and 
manufacture  that  are  expected  will  become 
mandatory  under  the  Medicines  Act,  it  is 
only  right  and  fair  that  the  customer  is 
prepared  to  pay  a  just  and  economic 
price.  Failing  this,  generic  manufacturers 
will  always  be  under  pressure  to  stamp 
on  plant  and  production  facilities  as  well 
as  the  standard  of  their  staff  and  quality 
control  facilities."

Officers  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
headquarters,  and  of  the  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Union  were  among  the  guests  who 
were  shown  over  the  extended  premises 
of  John  Bell  &  Croyden  on  two  evenings 
last  week. 

"John  Bells,"  as  the  firm  is  known  to 
countless  pharmacists  and  doctors,  was 
formed  in  1908,  and  taken  over  in  1921 


by  Savory  &  Moore  Ltd,  which  in  turn  was 
acquired  by  Macarthys  Pharmaceuticals 
Ltd  three  years  ago. 

For  some  years  the  premises  adjoining 
the  western  end  of  the  premises  and  which 
formerly  housed  Arnold  &  Son,  veterinary 
instruments,  had  been  vacant.  Now  the 
intervening  walls  have  been  knocked 
down  and  the  dispensing  department  re- 


housed mainly  in  that  sector  and  much 
nearer  the  Wigmore  Street  entrance. 

At  the  same  time  the  surgical  instru- 
ments department  has  been  expanded  and 
diversified.  Apart  from  the  normal  range 
of  instruments,  the  department  now  sup- 
plies a  complete  range  of  hospital  equip- 
ment and  furniture. 

The  expanded  maternity  department 
stocks  a  host  of  items  from  a  confinement 
set  of  sterile  dressings  and  accouchement 
requirements  to  a  teat  for  a  premature 
baby. 

In  the  surgical  appliance  department 
patients  are  catered  for  with  support  - 
hosiery,  artificial  limbs  and  surgical  fittings 
of  every  description.  As  well  as  the  "help- 
ing hand"  and  special  cutlery  for  the  use 
of  spastics  and  the  disabled. 

Adjoining  these  departments  the  electro- 
medical department  stocks  a  comprehen- 
sive range  of  heating  appliances,  health 
lamps,  vibratory  equipment,  etc.  There  is 
also  a  department  for  the  supply  of  hear- 
ing aids. 

The  dressings  department  still  specialises 
in  supplying  sterilised  pack  for  use  in  the 
operating  theatre,  but  both  the  packs  and 
the  method  of  sterilisation  have  been  con- 
siderably improved  since  these  articles 
were  first  marketed. 

Cost  of  reconstruction  was  about  £20,000. 
Because  the  pharmacy  department  is 
open  8  am  to  10  pm  every  day  of  the 
year,  most  of  the  transfer  had  to  be  done 
between  Saturday  night  and  Sunday  morn- 
ing. Those  hours  are,  however,  less  than 
they  used  to  be,  for  until  a  few  years  ago 
the  department  was  open  day  and  night 
even  during  the  severest  bombing  raids 
of  the  1939-45  war.

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PROFESSIONAL  MEWS 

New  fees  'in  line  with 
other  professions5 

The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  satisfied  itself  that  the  new  mem- 
bers' fees  proposed  for  1971  (p  897)  are  in  no  way  "out  of  line"  with  those  paid 
by  members  in  comparable  societies,  and  in  some  cases  would  be  substantially 
below  their  levels. 


That  is  stated  in  an  explanatory  memor- 
andum published  at  the  same  time  as  the 
announcement  of  the  increases. 

The  proposed  fees  (old  fees  in  paren- 
thesis) are  as  follows:  personal  retention 
fee  £14  (£10  10s);  reduced  fee  for  certain 
classes  of  member  £8  (£6  10s);  overseas 
members  £5  (£4).  The  reduced  fee  for 
members  aged  70  and  over  remains  un- 
changed at  £2. 

Fees  payable  on  registration  will  be  in- 
creased from  £10  10s  to  £14  and  from 
£5  5s  to  £7.  The  penalty  fee  for  restora- 
tion to  the  Register  will  be  increased 
from  £4  to  £5. 

Fees  payable  for  registration  and  reten- 
tion on  the  Register  of  Premises  will  be 
increased  from  £6  5s  to  £8.  The  bye-law 
alteration  provides  that  the  premises'  fees 
will  run  at  this  level  until  1973  but,  if 
the  Minister  takes  over  responsibility  for 
fixing  the  fee  under  the  Medicines  Act  be- 
fore that  date,  the  bye-law  will  lapse.  The 
penalty  fee  for  restoration  to  the  Register 
of  Premises  will  also  be  increased  from 
£4  to  £5. 

The  bye-law  alterations  have  been 
drafted  in  such  a  way  that,  should  the 
Privy  Council  decide  to  vary  the  changes 
proposed  by  the  Council,  the  amounts 
which  they  approve  will,  if  different  from 
those  proposed  by  the  Council,  be  sub- 
stituted. 

The  warning  that  the  fees  would  have 
to  be  increased  was  first  given  by  the 
treasurer,  Mr  H.  Steinman,  at  the  Soci- 
ety's annual  meeting  last  month.  He  ex- 
plained that  the  increases  in  fees  made 
in  January  1970  had  been  kept  within 
the  limits  of  the  prices  and  incomes 
policy.  Additional  fee  income  was  now 
required  first  to  cover  annual  outgoings 
and  to  eliminate  the  bank  overdraft  on 
the  general  fund. 

The  alternatives 

"Two  possibilities  are  open  to  Coun- 
cil. One  is  to  reduce  the  Society's  activi- 
ties and  so  keep  expenditure  within  the 
current  fee  income.  When  estimates  of  in- 
come and  expenditure  were  drawn  up  in 
the  autumn  of  1969  the  first  calculations 
showed  that,  after  allowing  for  increases 
in  fees,  income  would  fall  short  of  ex- 
penditure by  some  £16,000.  All  expenditure 
was  therefore  subjected  to  the  most 
rigorous  scrutiny  and  a  number  of  econo- 
mies were  achieved.  It  was  also  decided 
to  increase  the  Pharmaceutical  Journal's 
advertising  rates." 

"As  a  result  of  these  measures  the 
estimated  deficit  of  £16,000  was  con- 
verted into  a  surplus  of  some  £5,000." 


. . .  economies 
contrary 
to  members' 
interests 

However,  the  Finance  Committee  had  de- 
cided that  any  additional  economies  would 
be  contrary  to  the  interests  of  members. 
Part  of  the  proposed  increase  in  fees  is 
urgently  needed  to  eliminate  as  quickly  as 
possible  the  bank  overdraft  on  the  Gene- 
ral Fund  which  amounted  at  the  end  of 
1969  to  £92,772.  The  Council  has  never 
thought  it  necessary  for  the  Society  to 
hold  large  reserves;  consequently  the  fin- 
ancial effect  of  the  adverse  decision  in  the 
Dickson  case  has  been  severe.  The  only 
other  possibility  open  to  the  Council  was 
to  increase  fees. 

Council  decided  in  1969  that  members' 
and  premises'  fees  should  be  increased  in 
the  same  proportion  but  at  the  annual 
meeting  in  May  some  members  suggested 
that  any  further  increase  in  fees  should 
fall  more  heavily  on  the  premises'  fee  than 
on  members. 

The  treasurer  rejected  the  suggestion, 
pointing  out  that  the  Society  was  pri- 
marily an  organisation  of  members  of 
the  same  profession  and  that  the  main 
source  of  income  should  be  the  members 
themselves. 

Council  has  given  careful  attention  to 
the  different  fees  paid  by  members  accord- 
ing to  their  personal  circumstances.  No 
increase  in  fee  is  proposed  for  members 
aged  70  years  and  over.  For  members  aged 
65  to  69  and  for  those  working  less  than 
thirteen  weeks  in  a  year,  the  increase  in 
fees  is  smaller  in  proportion  than  that 
applying  to  the  full  fee.  The  more  limited 
increase  also  applies  to  members  resident 
overseas. 

Further  consideration  has  been  given 
to  the  point  made  at  the  annual  general 
meeting  that  members  not  engaged  in  the 
practice  of  pharmacy  should  pay  a  reduced 
fee.  "A  concession  of  this  kind  was  granted 
some  years  ago,  but  led  to  so  much  acri- 
monious correspondence  between  the 
Society  and  members  that  it  was  with- 
drawn. The  Council  takes  the  view  that 
the  practice  of  pharmacy  extends  beyond 
that  sphere  in  which  registration  is  re- 
quired by  law.  Many  members,  in  industry 
and  other  occupations,  and  whose  member- 
ship of  the  Society  is  voluntary,  are  using 
their  pharmaceutical  knowledge  daily  to 
a  greater  or  lesser  degree.  Council  hopes 


that  these  members  will  continue  to  sup- 
port the  Society  and  to  contribute  as  they 
have  done  in  the  past,  and  not  only  on  a 
financial  basis,  to  the  Society's  work.  It 
is  not  felt  that  there  are  grounds  for 
treating  these  members  differently  in  re- 
gard to  fees. 

"A  relatively  small  number  of  members 
has  left  pharmacy  and  taken  up  some 
other  occupation  but  wish  for  sentimental 
or  other  reasons  not  to  lose  touch  with 
their  original  profession.  For  a  few  of 
these,  continued  membership  of  the  Soci- 
ety may  involve  some  financial  hardship 
but  any  rule  which  permits  such  members 
to  pay  a  reduced  fee  would  include  a 
greater  number  for  whom  payment  of 
the  fee  involves  no  undue  financial  sacri- 
fice. 

It  should  also  be  realised  that  about  a 
third  of  the  Society's  members  at  present 
pay  less  than  the  full  fee  and  that  any 
further  extension  of  concessions  would 
place  a  heavy  burden  on  the  reducing 
number  who  pay  the  full  fee." 

Council  expenses 
to  be  cut 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Society's  Council 
after  the  election  was  held  on  June  2-3. 
It  had  to  consider  another  economical 
measure  recommended  by  the  Organisa- 
tion Committee  that  the  Society  should 
no  longer  be  responsible  for  paying  the 
expense  of  Council  members,  including  the 
president  and  vice-president,  their  wives, 
and  members  of  staff  and  their  wives, 
attending  branch  dances.  It  was  recog- 
nised that  Council  members  might  wish 
to  attend  such  functions  at  their  own  ex- 
pense, but  the  payment  of  such  expenses 
would  not  be  an  expense  allowable  out 
of  the  Branch  grant.  The  recommendation 
was  adopted. 

The  Council  also  approved  a  recom- 
mendation by  the  Organisation  Commit- 
tee that  the  following  be  elected 
honorary  members  of  the  Society:  Dr 
William  Lane-Petter,  Mr  Roger  Larose 
(Canada),  Mr  Azariah  Olusegun  Ransome- 
Kuti  (Nigeria),  Mr  Leon  Robert  (Luxem- 
bourg), Sir  En'c  Scott  (Australia),  Dr 
Miles  Weatherall,  and  Dr  S.  R.  F.  Whit- 
taker. 

It  was  recommended  that  in  1971  the 
Society's  annual  meeting  and  the  branch 
representatives'  meeting  should  be  held 
on  May  19  and  May  20  respectively  and 
that  the  branch  secretaries'  meeting  should 
be  held  on  October  13.  The  regional 
secretaries'  meeting  would  be  held  on 
March  24,  1971. 

It  was  recommended  that,  as  an  experi- 
ment for  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference  1971  science  papers,  both 
abstracts  and  full  papers  with  edited  pre- 
prints should  be  accepted.  The  closing 
date  for  the  receipt  of  full  papers  would 
be  February  1,  1971. 

The  Council  approved  all  the  recom- 
mendations. 
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Planned 

service 
is  vital 

\  planned  pharmaceutical  service  must 
>ecome  a  reality  said  Mr  W.  M.  Darling 
ihortly  after  being  elected  president  of  the 
Society  on  June  3  (last  week  page  835). 

A  planned  service  appeared  up  to  the 
>resent  moment  to  have  been  of  little 
nore  than  academic  interest  to  the 
jovernment.  He  believed  that  with  the 
idvent  of  health  centres  and  group  prac- 
ices  the  problems  assumed  new  dimen- 
iions  and  that  action  now  was  important 
)efore  it  was  too  late  and  the  position 
was  made  irretrievable.  Mr  Darling  said  he 
vould  grasp  every  opportunity  of  con- 
zincing  the  Government  that  such  plan- 
ting was  very  much  in  the  public  interest. 

The  hospital  pharmaceutical  service  had 
5een  given  a  blueprint  for  a  career  struc- 
ure  by  Sir  Noel  Hall,  and  Mr  Darling 
;aid  he  would  take  every  opportunity  of 
insuring  its  early  implementation,  and  the 
icceptance  of  the  financial  implications, 
[f  implementation  did  not  take  place, 
he  consequences  to  the  pharmaceutical 
services  in  the  hospitals  would  be  grave. 

The  president  said  his  first  duty,  and 
tine  that  he  did  most  readily  was  to  thank 
vlr  Howells  for  the  way  in  which  he  had 
:uided  the  affairs  of  the  Society  during 
he  past  two  years.  Mr  Howells  had  given 

lifetime  of  service  to  pharmacy,  cul- 
ninating  in  a  two-year  period  as  presi- 
lent  of  the  Society.  During  that  time  he 
lad  ably  demonstrated  both  to  the  pro- 
ession  and  those  outside  pharmacy  his 
[ualities  of  leadership,  toughness,  integrity 
:nd  understanding.  His  terms  of  office 
lad,  to  say  the  least,  been  exacting. 

Mr  Howells,  in  response,  said  the  work 
)f  the  president  was  very  much  the  work 
hat  the  president  decided  to  do,  and  as 
viih  all  voluntary  work,  it  could  be  hard 
ir  it  could  be  easy  according  to  the  par- 
icular  president.  In  the  past  two  years  the 
/ork  had  been  hard.  The  responsibility 
lad  been  great;  the  travelling  had  been 
xcessive,  but  the  pleasure  had  been 
normous. 

After  his  election  as  vice-president,  Mr 
).  Sparshott  also  referred  to  health 
entres.  The  future  of  the  pharmaceutical 
ervices,  he  said,  was  dependent  solely 
pon  the  way  they  developed,  and  on  the 
yay  in  which  the  profession  approached 
he  matter.  It  must  do  all  it  could  to  give 

first-class  service  to  the  public  and,  at 
te  same  time,  make  sure  that  members 
fere  not  put  out  of  business  by  some  of 
he  decisions  made. 

The  Education  Committee  recommended 

at  approval  should  be  given  to  the 
kndwich  course  for  the  degree  of 
lachelor  of  Pharmacy  (Honours  and 
Ordinary)  of  the  University  of  Bradford 
Is  fulfilling  the  academic  and  practical 
fining  requirements  for  registration  as  a 
harmaceutical  chemist.  It  also  recom- 
lended  that  approval  be  given  to  the 
sgree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Phar- 


macy, (Honours  and  Ordinary)  of  Sunder- 
land Polytechnic  as  fulfilling  the  acad- 
emic requirements  for  registration  as  a 
pharmaceutical  chemist. 

After  consultations  with  the  heads  of 
the  schools  of  pharmacy  concerned,  it 
was  agreed  that  representatives  of  the 
Society  should  visit  the  schools  at  Aber- 
deen, Bath,  Edinburgh  and  Leicester  dur- 
ing the  coming  academic  year. 

The  recommendations  were  adopted. 

The  Practice  Committee  agreed  that  if 
chemist  contractors  in  Gloucester  formed 
a  consortium  with  a  view  to  operating 
a  pharmacy  in  the  town's  new  health 
centre,  the  Society  should  support  their 
application  to  the  Executive  Council. 

It  was  recommended  that  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food 
should  be  asked  to  confirm  that  the 
Society  would  be  invited  to  submit  evid- 
ence to  the  Committee  of  Inquiry  which 
the  Minister  was  setting  up  to  consider 
the  future  role  of  the  veterinary  surgeon. 
Mr  Bannerman  requested  that  the  pos- 
sibility of  asking  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Social  Security  to  set  up  a 
similar  committee  to  consider  the  future 
role  of  the  pharmacist  in  general  prac- 
tice should  be  borne  in  mind  for  con- 
sideration by  the  Practice  Committee  at 
an  appropriate  time. 

Safety  closures: 
Department 
should  act 

The  Committee  considered  whether  steps 
should  be  taken  to  establish  a  com- 
mittee to  lay  down  criteria  for  safety 
closures.  It  was  recommended  that  the 
Department  of  Health  should  be  informed 
that  if  safety  closures  were  to  be  included 
in  any  overall  scheme  to  secure  a  reduc- 
tion in  the  number  of  accidents  through 
poisoning  by  medicines  the  Department 
should  take  the  initiative  in  forming  a 
committee. 

It  was  reported  that  contact  had  been 
maintained  with  the  Department  of 
Health  about  the  provision  of  post- 
graduate courses  for  pharmacists.  It  was 
recommended  that  concern  should  be 
expressed  to  the  Department  about  the 
delay  and  urging  that  the  matter  be  dealt 
with  urgently  as  soon  as  Parliament  re- 
assembled. 

The  general  practice  subcommittee 
recommended  that  the  Council's  submis- 
sion on  the  English  Green  Paper  be  sent 
to  the  Secretary  of  States  for  Wales  with 
additional  points  specific  to  Wales. 

The  subcommittee  considered  corres- 
pondence between  the  Society  and  the 
Department  of  Health  on  the  subject  of 
the  Department's  correspondence  with  the 
British  Medical  Association  about  posters 
being  displayed  in  pharmacies  which, 
according  to  the  Department,  were 
designed  to  stimulate  the  prescribing  of 
appetite  suppressant  drugs.  The  subcom- 
mittee recommended  that  a  further  letter 
be  sent  to  the  Department  of  Health 
stressing  the  disquiet  of  the  Council  that 
correspondence  should  take  place  between 
the  Department  and  the  BMA  on  a  matter 


relating  to  pharmacies  without  the  Society 
first  having  been  consulted. 

Consideration  had  been  given  to  the 
draft  Dangerous  Drugs  (Safe  Custody) 
Regulations  and  it  was  agreed  that  clari- 
fication on  several  points  was  required. 
The  subcommittee  recommended  that 
when  that  clarification  had  been  obtained 
from  the  Home  Office,  a  meeting  should 
be  held  between  representatives  of  the 
Society,  the  Chemists  Mutual  Insurance 
Co  Ltd,  the  Company  Chemists  Associa- 
tion Ltd,  and  the  Co-operative  Union 
Ltd,  with  a  view  to  formulating  a  joint 
submission  by  the  four  bodies. 

Points  which  would  be  raised  at  the 
proposed  meeting  by  the  Society  would 
be:  the  practicability  of  installing  cup- 
boards as  required  in  the  regulations;  the 
effectiveness  of  the  installation  of  such 
cupboards  as  opposed  to  the  provision  of 
security  measures  for  the  dispensary  as  a 
whole;  the  cost  of  the  proposed  cup- 
boards, including  installation  charges;  the 
problems  that  might  be  caused  by  the 
addition  of  more  drugs  to  the  list  of 
those  to  be  stored  in  special  cupboards. 

It  was  recommended  that  the  Central 
NHS  Committee  should  be  asked  to  re- 
consider the  question  of  "Nomen 
Proprium"  labelling  and  to  recirculate  the 
Society's  proposals  to  pharmaceutical 
committees. 

The    recommendations    were  adopted. 

The  minutes  of  the  Law  Committee 
showed  that  consideration  was  given  to 
the  question  of  appealing  against  the 
court's  decision  in  dismissing  a  case  in- 
volving the  alleged  illegal  sale  of  Cymag. 
The  Committee  felt  that  clarification  was 
required  of  the  meaning  of  the  words 
"known  by  the  seller  ...  to  be  a  person 
to  wh  om  the  poison  may  properly  be 
sold."  It  was  recommended  that  subject  to 
the  advice  of  counsel  an  appeal  to  the 
Divisional  Court  should  be  pursued. 

The  recommendation  was  adopted. 

The  Ethical  Committee's  minutes  re- 
ferred to  a  case  where  a  pharmacist  had 
sent  to  doctor  a  card  intended  for  display 
in  surgeries,  and  listing  the  hours  of  busi- 
ness and  dispensing  services.  The  Commit- 
tee was  told  that  the  pharmacist  had  also 
sent  to  the  doctors  "peel  off"'  labels  to 
give  to  patients.  The  pharmacist  had  told 
the  local  inspector  that  he  was  not  pre- 
pared to  withdraw  the  cards.  It  was 
recommended  and  the  Council  agreed 
that  the  pharmacist  be  informed  of  the 
Committee's  disapproval  of  his  advertis- 
ing and  that  his  comments  be  requested 
for  further  consideration. 

The  Science  Committee  reported  that 
the  equipment  and  the  bulk  of  the  stocks 
of  the  analytical  research  laboratory  had 
now  been  moved  to  Edinburgh.

IDA  members  upset  by  lack 
of  data  on  health  service  deal 

Criticism  of  a  number  of  aspects  of  the  negotiations  at  present  being  carried  out 
on  behalf  of  pharmacists  in  connection  with  the  proposed  new  health  service  was 
voiced  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Irish  Drug  Association  in  Dublin  recently. 
Mr    Peter    Bardon    feared,    from  the 


limited  information  imparted  to  members, 
that  pharmacy  was  about  to  embark  on 
one  of  the  biggest  disasters  ever  to  hit  the 
profession.  Since  negotiations  began  in 
1965  inflation  had  become  rampant  and 
the  figures  being  negotiated  were  no 
longer  realistic.  The  remuneration  pro- 
posed would  mean  that  chemists  would 
be  handing  out  30  per  cent  of  their  pre- 
parations at  cost  price. 

Mr  Bardon  said  that  for  a  prescription 
for  which  he  had  recentiy  been  able  to 
charge  £18,  plus  dispensing  fee,  plus  turn- 
over tax  he  would,  under  the  new  scheme 
receive  only  £12  7s  9d. 

Mr  Bardon  added  that  a  dispensing  fee 
even  of  3s  lOd,  on  a  total  of  5,000  pre- 
scriptions a  year,  would  represent  a  gross 
income  of  £900  for  providing  a  365  days- 
a-year  service,  compared  with  a  two- 
hours-a-day,  five-day  week  dispensary  ser- 
vice. Pharmacists  would  be  expected  to  be 
at  the  beck-and-call  of  the  Department 
and  would  have  to  engage  a  Qualified 
Assistant  at  something  like  £1,200  a  year 
to  cope  with  the  extra  work,  leaving  no 
room  for  profit. 

Pharmacists  should  insist  on  a  mark-up 
price  being  paid.  If  they  yielded  on  that, 
they  would  be  expected  to  dispense  drugs 
at  cost  plus  a  nominal  dispensing  fee. 

The  president,  Mr  M.  B.  Brophy,  re- 
minded Mr  Bardon  that  the  pharmacists 
would  have  the  final  say  whether  to  accept 
or  reject  the  proposals  and  said  that  no 
figures  had  been  finally  arrived  at  yet. 

Mr  G.  W.  Irwin  complained  about 
arrangements  for  the  return  of  drugs  un- 
der the  control  of  amphetamine  regula- 
tions. Two  items  returned  by  him  had  not 
been  paid  for.  While  the  amount  involved 
was  trifling,  the  principle  was  important. 

Mr  Bardon  said  it  should  not  be  for- 
gotten that  pharmacists  were  bargaining 
from  a  position  of  strength  because  who, 
other  than  the  pharmacist,  would  dispense 
when  the  dispensaries  closed?  They  should 
look  for  a  figure  in  the  region  of  7s, 
with  a  mark-up,  plus  7  or  8  per  cent 
to  compensate  for  the  fall  in  the  value  of 
the  pound  each  year. 

Replying  to  Mr  Patrick  Cassidy,  the 
president  said  regional  meetings  would 
probably  be  held  before  a  final  decision 
was  taken. 

Mr  Cassidy  pointed  out  that  pharma- 
cists had  been  subsidising  local  authority 
drugs  supplied  through  dispensaries.  Phar- 
macists who  opted  not  to  go  into  the  new 
scheme  would  still  have  to  subsidise  col- 
leagues who  participated. 

Mrs  Kelly  said  another  consideration 
was  that  pharmacists  would  be  facilitating 


the  Department  to  dispose  of  dispensary 
property  which  meant  that  valuable  pre- 
mises and  grounds  could  be  re-let  at  en- 
hanced prices.  This  was  a  factor  which 
should  be  taken  into  consideration  "The 
Department  w:ll  be  using  our  property 
instead  of  its  own." 

The  president  agreed  that  that  was  a  big 
question  which  would  have  to  be  taken 
into  consideration. 

The  secretary,  Mr  B.  R.  Smith,  said 
he  appreciated  the  difficulty  pharmacists 
found  themselves  in  because  of  lack  of 
information  from  the  loint  Negotiating 
Committee.  The  committee  had  committed 
the  chemists  to  one  point,  in  that,  what- 
ever was  finally  agreed  on,  they  would 
recommend  to  members  for  acceptance. 
To  help  secure  the  best  possible  agree- 
ment they  had  employed  a  consultant  who 
had  negotiated  on  behalf  of  pharmacists 
in  Northern  Ireland  and  Scotland. 

'Nothing  to  report 
at  this  stage' 

Regrettably  there  was  nothing  concrete 
to  present  to  members  at  this  stage.  It 
was  expected  that  something  definite 
should  be  arrived  at  by  the  end  of  lune 
and  between  June  and  possibly  October. 

Mr  Smith  added  that  Departmental 
officials  had  replied  to  complaints  about 
the  protracted  negotiations  by  saying  that 
they  had  not  finished  with  the  doctors. 
In  the  past  six  weeks  negotiations  with 
the  doctors  had  been  finalised. 

Mrs  O'Connor  said  that  pharmacists 
were  entitled  to  a  return  on  the  invest- 
ment of  their  money.  Were  the  Negotiat- 
ing Committee  taking  all  these  things 
into  consideration? 

"Yes,  and  no"  replied  the  president. 
In  the  way  you  have  spelled  it  out  the 
answer  must  be  "no,"  but  there  is  a 
figure  for  expenses  and  obsolescence.  Your 
capital  investment  will  be  taken  into  con- 
sideration. 

Mrs  O'Connor  said  that  pharmacists 
had  been  told  nothing  about  surgical  in- 
struments under  the  scheme.  This  might 
be  a  well  worthwhile  field  and  they  had 
a  right  to  know  about  it.  Members  should 
at  least  be  told  on  what  premises  the 
negotiations  were  being  conducted. 

Mr  Noel  O'Farrell  was  told  by  the 
president  that  to  include  tax  on  items  in 
the  official  price  list  would  be  costly 
owing  to  the  frequency  with  which  tax 
rates  altered. 

Mr  P.  J.  O'Brien  was  told  by  the  pre- 
sident that  the  subscription  would  prob- 


ably have  to  be  increased  in  order  to 
grant  increases  to  staff.  He  explained  that 
the  union  had  notified  a  demand  for  a 
£5  a  week  increase  all  round  for  staff 
employed  in  pharmacies.  The  existing 
agreement  did  not  cease  until  September 
and  the  committee  was  not  anxious  to 
consider  it  before  then. 

In  his  annual  report  the  president  said 
he  could  not  understand  any  pharmacist 
not  wishing  to  charge  the  full  dispensing 
fee.  Such  people  should  never  have  taken 
up  pharmacy  as  a  career. 

Price-cutting  he  said  was  unfortunately 
not  a  new  problem.  The  main  purpose 
in  establishing  the  Association  had  been 
to  abolish  it  and,  thanks  to  campaigning 
by  the  present  secretary,  whatever  its  other 
shortcomings  there  was  no  doubt  the 
Association  had  been  successful  in  that 
regard. 

With  increasing  costs,  since  it  was  be- 
coming very  difficult  to  run  the  Asso- 
ciation, he  believed  the  service  provided 
by  the  price  list  alone  justified  the  sub- 
scription. 

Market  research 
tie-up 

Mr  Brophy  mentioned  that  the  IDA 
priced  about  26,000  mother  and  child 
prescriptions  annually.  Through  an 
arrangement  by  an  international  organi- 
sation of  market  research  to  have  figures 
processed  and  deciphered  it  was  hoped  in 
a  few  years  time  to  provide  a  valuable 
service  to  pharmacists  in  assessing  their 
exact  position  in  the  extended  health 
services    for   the    lower    income  group. 

Other  points  from  the  president's 
speech: 

It  is  imperative  that  pharmacists  get 
representation  on  each  of  the  proposed 
new  regional  boards,  in  order  to  have 
their  interests  fully  looked  after. 

Members  should  stick  rigidly  to  the 
existing  price-coding  system.  The  com- 
mittee were  very  pleased  with  the  co- 
operation existing  at  present. 

Members  should  pass  on  the  new  in- 
creased turnover  tax  to  customers. 

A  problem  had  developed  in  the  past 
two  years  over  distribution  of  psychiatric 
drugs  but  the  Association  was  determined 
to  see  that  the  Government  would  not  be 
allowed  to  take  away  part  of  the  pharma- 
cists livelihood  in  this  matter. 

The  appointment  of  a  liaison  officer 
had  not  been  dropped  but  had  merely 
been  deferred  because  of  the  present  in- 
flationary spiral. 

The  treasurer,  Mr  D.  P.  McHugh,  re- 
ported a  deficit  of  £365  in  the  current 
year's  expenditure  compared  with  a  loss 
of  £1,477  the  previous  year.  Membership 
at  990,  showed  a  nett  loss  of  70.  A  sub- 
stantial number  of  pharmacies  had  closed 
in  the  last  couple  of  years,  particularly 
in  Dublin  and  district.  Income,  at  £12,502, 
was  less  than  last  year  when  it  was 
£14,050.  The  biggest  drop  was  in  sub- 
scriptions, from  £11,339  to  £9,915,  owing 
to  the  closure  of  a  number  of  pharmacies 
and  the  adoption  of  a  tougher  line  with 
members  who  were  not  keeping  subscrip- 
tions up  to  date. 
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>y  Professor  J.  M.  Rowson 

The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  gave  its  approval  to  the  last 
;andwich  course  in  pharmacy  last 
veek  (see  p,  919).  In  this  article, 
'rofessor  Rowson,  chairman  of  the 
School  of  Studies  in  Pharmacy, 
jutlines  the  background  and  plans 
or  the  course, 

landwich  courses,  in  which  periods  of 
ndustrial  experience  alternate  with  periods 
>f  college  studies,  are  not  an  entirely 
lew  type  of  training.  They  were  intro- 
luced  in  Glasgow  in  1880  and  in  Sunder- 
ind  Technical  College  in  1903.  They  were 
ecommended  in  the  Percy  report  (1945) 
or  the  training  of  professional  engineers 
nd  they  became  the  accepted  method 
f  training  for  the  Diploma  in  Technology 
/hich  was  introduced  in  1955,  and  which 
as  now  largely  given  place  to  the  degrees 
f  some  of  the  more  recently  established 
niversities. 

During  the  past  15  years  they  have 
>ecome  fully  established  within  the  fields 
if  technology  and  science  as  well  as  in 
anguages,  as  a  method  of  study  offering 
ome  marked  advantages  over  ''straight'" 
degree  studies. 

The  "thick"  sandwich  has  one  12- 
nonth  period  of  practical  training,  usually 
ollowing  the  second  year  of  academic 
tudies;  the  "thin"  sandwich  involves  six 
nonths  of  practical  training  alternating 
vith  six  months  of  academic  studies  in 
wo,  three  or  all  four  years  of  the  under- 
graduate course. 

Disadvantages  overcome 

'ostgraduate  practical  training  in  phar- 
nacy  has  a  number  of  disadvantages 
vhich  may  be  overcome  by  the  sandwich 
ystem.  Accordingly  the  Undergraduate 
School  of  Studies  in  Pharmacy  of  the 
Jniversity  of  Bradford  will  introduce  a 
hin  sandwich  course  leading  to  the  de- 
:ree  of  Bachelor  of  Pharmacy  (Honours 
ind  Ordinary)  in  October  of  the  present 
>ear. 

The  purpose  of  the  course  is  to  pro- 
luce  a  better  pharmacist  for  general  prac- 
jice.  Admission  requirements  are  the  same 
is  for  the  three-year  course  which  will 
continue  to  run  parallel  for  the  first  few 
['ears.  Transfer  from  one  course  to  the 
kher  will  be  possible  during  the  first 
rear  of  studies. 

j  For  the  sandwich  course,  the  first  five 
lerms  of  academic  study  in  the  University 
Vi  11  conclude  with  examinations.  This  will 
*>e  followed  by  the  first  six-month  period 
)f  practical  .training  (April-September). 
(The  third  year  will  be  spent  in  full-time 
tudy  in  the  University,  terminating  with 
ixaminations.  In  the  fourth  year  a  further 


six-month  period  of  practical  training 
(October  to  March)  will  be  followed  by  a 
final  six-months  of  intensive,  advanced 
studies  in  the  University. 

One  of  the  periods  of  practical  training 
(normally  the  first  period)  will  be  spent 
in  general  practice  (including  hospital) 
pharmacy;  the  other  may  be  in  retail, 
hospital  or  industry.  Responsibility  for 
placing  students  will  rest  with  the  chair- 
man of  the  Undergraduate  School,  but 
this  will  not  prevent  him  giving  consider- 
ation to  specific  requests  from  individual 
students. 

Visits  during  training 

The  chairman  of  the  School,  or  a  tutor, 
will  visit  the  places  of  employment  when 
making  arrangements  for  practical  train- 
ing and  during  each  six-month  period  of 
training  the  student  will  be  visited  on 
two  occasions.  The  student  will  be  assigned 
to  a  named  pharmacist  in  order  to  comply 
with  the  regulations  of  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society  and  this  will  govern  the  num- 
ber of  students  placed  in  a  hospital  group 
or  in  industry.  The  chairman  of  the 
Undergraduate  School  will  submit  a  cer- 
tificate to  the  University  registrar  before 
the  degree  is  awarded,  certifying  that  satis- 
factory practical  training  has  been  com- 
pleted. 

One  of  the  purposes  of  practical  train- 
ing is  to  provide  experience  of  every- 
day problems  of  pharmaceutical  practice, 
so  that  the  student  may  mature  in  thought 
and  understanding.  It  is  expected  that 
the  student  will,  in  as  far  as  reasonably 
possible,  participate  in  a  wide  range  of 
activities  connected  with  his  place  of 
employment.  In  retail  this  will  bring  him 
in  day  to  day  contact  with  patients  and 
customers  and  will  involve  routine  dis- 
pensing, the  keeping  of  Dangerous  Drugs 
and  poisons  records,  stock  control,  order- 
ing and  business  management  studies.  In 
hospital,  experience  will  be  gained  in  the 
dispensary,  sterile  unit,  manufacturing 
unit.  etc. 

The  course  of  study  has  been  so  ar- 
ranged to  integrate  with  the  practical 
training.  Studies  of  the  first  year  are 
based  in  the  fundamental  sciences  but  an 
element  of  pharmaceutical  awareness  is 
introduced  and  the  course  will  include 
such  topics  as  the  development  of  the 
modern  pharmaceutical  services,  the  place 
of  the  practising  pharmacist  in  the  com- 
munity, the  influence  of  medical,  legal 
and  political  factors  on  his  position  and 
status. 

The  second  year  of  studies  becomes 
somewhat  more  professionally  oriented 
and  will  include  an  introduction  to  phar- 
macy practice,  the  student  will  thus  have 
some  pharmaceutical  background  of  dis- 
pensing  and    forensic   pharmacy  before 


the  first  period  of  his  practical  training. 

The  third  year  of  studies  will  build 
on  the  experience  gained  in  this  first 
period  of  practical  training.  During  the 
second  period  of  practical  training  the 
student  may  be  required  to  prepare  a 
dissertation  on  some  appropriate  topic. 
Such  dissertations  will  form  the  basis  for 
discussion  seminars  in  the  final  studies  in 
the  University. 

The  advantages  of  the  sandwich  course 
are  that  the  student  develops  a  mature 
insight  into  pharmacy  at  an  early  stage 
and  hence  benefits  more  fully  from  his 
studies  in  College;  there  is  a  real  inte- 
gration between  academic  and  practical 
aspects,  the  employer  pharmacist  is  an  in- 
tegral part  of  the  scheme  and  will  be  fully 
involved;  the  tripartite  relationship  of 
student,  employer  and  College  should  op- 
timise the  advantages  to  each  and  mini- 
mise potential  difficulties  of  adjustment; 
the  two  periods  of  practical  training  are 
end-on  in  time  so  that  a  steady  supply  of 
students  is  ensured  to  employers. 

The  disadvantages  are  that  two  gaps  of 
six  months  are  an  interruption  in  those 
academic  studies  which  are  less  directly 
concerned  with  practical  training,  the  total 
income  of  the  student  will  be  somewhat 
less  than  that  obtained  in  a  postgraduate 
practical  training  (but  the  income  will 
be  obtained  at  an  earlier  stage,  when  stu- 
dents may  be  more  financially  straighten- 
ed). The  scheme  is  also  less  advantageous 
to  the  employer  who  is  looking  for  per- 
manent qualified  staff. 

The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  has  accepted  the 
Bradford  Bachelor  of  Pharmacy  sand- 
wich course  for  registration  purposes.  It 
has  also  indicated  its  willingness  to  recog- 
nise the  two  six-month  periods  of  prac- 
tical training  within  the  sandwich  course 
as  equivalent  to  the  requirement  of  the 
bye-laws  for  practical  training  purposes.
